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DEFENCE MATTERS. 


VOLUNTEER CORPS. 


Tuer Council are glad to be able to report that during the past year 
the various members of the Volunteers have taken more than the usual 
amount of interest in the Corps, and that in consequence the different 
branches of the service are now in a more efficient state than they have 
been for some years past. 

The new Scarlet Tunics, supplied by the Ratepayers to the Infantry, 
have added very much to the soldierly appearance of the men, and the 
attendance at parades and drills during the year has been most 
satisfactory. 

Including Artillery, 49 members of the Corps have been supplied 
with uniforms during the year, under the conditions agreed to in 1879, 
making 296 in all, since the scheme was inaugurated. 

The Council have to thank Major Hotirpay and Officers for the 
interest they have taken in the Corps, as they feel that it is in a great 
measure owing to the energy displayed by them, and the attention they 
have given to all details connected with the welfare of the Volunteers, 
that they have attained their present state of efficiency. 

During the summer months there were several moon-light parades, 
when the men marched out to the Bubbling Well, and went it through 
their evolutions in the country. 

On the 22nd November, along with the Naval forces from H. M.’s 
Ships ‘ Modeste ” and “ Encounter,” they had a grand field day, when 
Admiral Coorr, C.B. and Capt. Mrapx of the “ Modeste” expressed 
their high approval of the manner in which the Volunteers performed 
their duties.

It is of course for the Council to say how many names they will require of 
members likely to make themselves efficient before they will take over the Corps. 
I have to report that from 2nd June to the 9th instant there have been twenty-four 
drills with a total of 329 attendances, making an average of nearly fourteen attend- 
ants at each drill. Out of the list of members originally handed in to the Council 
there have been six resignations and two new names have been added so that the 
present. strength of the Corps stands at twenty-six members, out of which twenty 
have been very regular in their attendances at drill, and I have been given to 
understand that several recruits are likely to come in as soon as the summer is over. 

Ihave further to enclose tenders from Messrs. Hall and Holtz and Sayle & Co., 
for the supply of the uniforms, together with samples of the cloth from each, 

In this connection I have to remark that if Messrs. Sayle & Co. get the contract, 
they will allow $1.50 each for Forage Caps already supplied by them to members, 
while Messrs. Hall and Holtz will make no such allowance, so that for present 
members $1.50 each will have to be added to the latter’s tender. 

Should the Council decide to agree to the proposal made I will feel obliged by 
your conveying to me their instructions as to the uniform they would prefer. 

T have also to add that if Messrs. Sayle & Co, do not get the contract they will 
have a charge to make for some sample uniforms they have been making, but they 
could not supply the uniforms in any case for 2} months yet. On the other hand, 
Messrs. Hall and Holtz say they could begin at once—though to complete the 
uniforms with Regulation Buttons and Helmets some considerable time would have 
to elapse.

Ammunition.—The Council have to thank Major Hoxurpay for 
having made an arrangement with the Military Authorities at Hong- 
kong, by which the Volunteers are now supplied with Cartridges from 
the Government Ordnance stores.

Sm,—I have the honour to enclose for your information a letter dated Hong- 
kong, 23rd January, from the Assistant Military Secretary, in reply to my letter 
No. 80/16 of 9th January. I did not clearly understand from it that we might 
depend upon Hongkong for future supplies of rifle ammunition, but a supply of 
25,000 rounds having since been sent up, I think we may take it for granted that 
for the present, at any rate, we may do so. Our best thanks are due to the Hong- 
kong Military authorities for the kind manner in which they haye met us in this 
matter, and I must congratulate the Council upon their having arranged to get these 
supplies on such moderate terms, the price charged us for ammunition being greatly 
below what it would cost us to import it from England, and the fact of its having 
passed through the hands of the British authorities is the best guarantee we can 
haye as to quality. 

With regard to the supply of 25,000 rounds rifle ammunition above referred to, 
hs they, together with the other stores asked for in my letter of 9th January, arrived 
per s.s. Sarpedon, and bill of lading was passed on to the Council. I now enclose 
debit note for same, amounting to $769.33 from Messrs, Holliday, Wise & Co., 
Hongkong, who paid for them, and I will feel obliged by your handing me in 
‘exchange a sight draft on Hongkong for the amount. 

T regret that I am not yet able to report that the new accoutrements are finished. 
A portion of them, however, are already issued, and by next week I trust they will 
be complete. We shall have, however, to ask the Hongkong Military authorities to 
supply us, if they can spare them, with three or four dozen waist belts and frogs, of 
buff leather, for the Artillery Volunteers, a portion of the white enamelled leather 
received from home haying been cut into pouch belts for this portion of the Corps, 
an application of the material that was not contemplated when the order was first 
sent.

Srr,—I have the honour to enclose for the information of the 
Municipal Council the following documents. Return of quarterly 
inspection of Arms and Ordnance Stores held on 31st December last. 
Return of Class Firing for 1880. Report on 8. V. C. Spring Prize 
Meeting 1880. Report on 8. V. C. Autumn Prize Meeting 1880. 

The condition of all Arms, Accoutrements and Stores is now 
eminently satisfactory, the employment of an extra coolie in the Ar- 
moury enabling a thorough system of cleaning and attending to being 
carried out, and the Accoutrements are so arranged that the whole of 
the stock can be served out at a moment’s notice. A system has also 
been instituted by which each package of Ordnance Stores can be at 
once identified and the place of storage also shewn. 

The results of the two Rifle Meetings held last year must also be 
considered as satisfactory, both having been well attended by Volun- 
teers, and shewing a high average of shooting, an end which the 
system of monthly prizes in the several Companies undoubtedly tends 
to develop. 

Returns of attendances at Drills are also now made quarterly, 
enabling a complete.check to be kept upon the issues of Uniforms and 
the attendances against them. By special permission of the Council 
scores made during class firing are allowed to count as attendances at 
Drill against Uniforms, as also are squad drills, these latter fractionally. 

The first period of class firing was well attended but after that the 
numbers fell off very considerably notwithstanding the inducements 
offered. 

The quarterly Returns for attendances at Drill to 8lst December 
last, shew that on that date there were on the Rolls—

Artillery —tIn regard to this Corps I have specially to mention 
that by permission of the Council the equipment of No. 2 Howitzer 
has been cut down to the same size as that of No. 1, resulting in a 
very marked increase in the efficiency of the Battery as for all street 
purposes the Guns can now be easily worked by two ponies, whereas 
formerly they could only be moved with the greatest difficulty. 
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Six ponies have also been purchased for the Guns and stabling 
found for them in the Municipal Compound, so that here also a few 
moments only is necessary to turn out the whole in efficient order. 

Rangers.—An attempt has been and is being made to re-establish 
this Corps which in time of need would be a most valuable addition to 
the means of defence of the Settlement. Arms and accoutrements 
_ have been supplied as required, and a promise ‘has also been given that 
under certain conditions the Corps will be taken over by the Council 
_ on the same terms as regards Uniforms as the other Volunteers, but so 
far these conditions have not been fulfilled. If the services ofa Consta- 


nd greatly to promote the establishment of the Corps, and the Council 
_ would be put to no extra expense. 

Gatling Gun.—It was found impossible to get Blank Ammunition 
for this and the attempt was abandoned. 

Range.—Complaints having been frequently made that the shadow 
cast by the Marker’s mantlet in the early morning rendered one of the 
ts almost useless, the mantlet has been divided into two and the 
t on the west side moved between them, an arrangement which 
s to work satisfactorily. 

The system of the Council supplying Uniforms under certain con- 
ditions has worked well so far, but I am of opinion that it would tend 
to greater efficiency if to the agreement regarding the issue of the 
Uniforms a clause were added making it obligatory on each member

Tn conclusion I have to suggest that the Regulations for assem- 
ing in case of alarm be altered so that the Police Compound be 
tuted for the Main Guard. All Arms, Accoutrements and a 
ient supply of Ammunition are close at hand in the former, and 
er the open space enables troops to be got into working order 
ee from the pressure of a crowd.

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LOCAL POSTMASTER’S REPORT.

To ruz FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


GentLEMEeN,—During the past year the working of this office 
has gone on satisfactorily, and the facilities offered are more and more 
_ availed of by the public as will be seen from the attached return of 
_ correspondence, &c. passing through the office, showing an increase 
over the previous year of 6,651 covers and over 1878 of 66,456 covers. 
The number of subscribers on the list at the present time is 91, as 
compared with 86 in 1879 and 84 in 1878, again showing an increase. 
A pillar letter box has been placed at the gate of the Consular 
‘compound in the lower Yuen-ming-yuen road for the convenience of 
those living in the neighbourhood, or who are engaged at the Law Courts. 
Judging from the small number and the nature of the complaints 
received, the Native staff, as a rule, perform their duties most satis- 
factorily. 
b I take this opportunity, however, to request that persons having 
ny cause of complaint, however slight against the office, will in every 
i communicate with the Postmaster, as the latter is almost 
ntirely dependent on such complaints for a knowledge of whether the 
livery Coolies are performing their work properly or not. And I 
d also point out that complaint should be made at once, it being 
ypossible in many cases to trace a matter unless investigated imme- 
tely after its occurrence. 
he arrangement between this office and the Customs Postal De- 
rtment continues to work very satisfactorily.

In accordance with the resolution passed at the Special Meeting of 
Ratepayers on 12th November, 1879, Dues on Merchandize were 
omitted from the Budget for 1880 and the estimated deficiency on the 
Revenue was proposed to be made up by slightly raising the Tax on 

' Houses and Land, and by increasing the License fees charged on Livery 
Stables and Cargo Boats, and on shops for the sale of Opium, Wines 
and Spirits. 

The Council are glad to be able to report that the Taoutai has 
contributed the usual annual sum of Tis. 10,000, which hitherto he has 
paid as a commutation for Dues on Merchandize imported and exported 
by Natives, and that the amounts received from the increased taxes 
and license fees have not only quite come up to the estimates, but in the 
case of the Native House Tax there is an excess of about Ts. 4,500. 

The Senior Consul having intimated to the Council that he did 
not think the Taoutai should be asked for any further payment as 
commutation for dues on native owned goods, now that the collection 
of dues from foreigners is entirely abandoned, the following letter was 
addressed to him on the subject. 


Suanouar, Sth Sanuary, 1881. 


Sre,—With reference to the Taotai’s contribution of Tls. 10,000 a year to the 
expenses of this Settlement, Mr. Hughes informs me that yon consider the question 
closed by our last year’s correspondence, the Taotai having been told that no 
further contribution would be required. 

The Council agreed with you last year that the levy of. dues on merchandize 
having been suspended, the Taotai could not be asked for any further payments as 
commutation of dues from natives. But subsequently to this, Mr, C. F. R. Allen, 
the then Acting British Consul, pointed out to me that the British Minister in his 
memorandum on the revision of the Treaty of Tientsin, had stated it as his opinion 
that the Chinese authorities could fairly be called upon to provide jetties and landing 
places in the Foreign Settlements, a provision which is now made by the Ratepayers, 
He also shewed me a letter from Mr. W. M. Cooper, H. M.’s Consul at Ningpo, 
stating that he was present at an interview between Féng ‘Taotai and Mr. Consul 
Medhurst, when it was understood by both that the Taotai’s contribution of $14,000 
a year was but nominally for wharfage dues, and that a great part of it, if not the 
whole, came from extra land tax paid by foreigners (natives paying only 400 cash 
per mow and foreigners 1,500 cash) for which the Taotai has not to account to the 
Provincial Authorities. Beyond question this extra land tax is collected for local 
purposes and rightly a large portion is justly payable for roads, bridges, &c., for the 
convenience of foreigners living outside the Settlements. ‘They pay it and get no 
return for it, the Municipality taking on itself to contract and keep in repair the 
said roads, bridges, culverts, &c, Ergo, the Municipality have a good claim ’to the 
fund in question, 
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It is on these grounds that I have to ask you to re-consider your detérmination 
not to ask the Taotai for any further contributions which it is evident we maydairly 
claim, so long as foreigners pay treble the land tax exacted from Chinese. 

T have already pointed out to you that the Taotai has continued to pay this 
bution without demur to the French Municipality.

Opium Shops.—In reply to the annexed petition the keepers of 
Opium-shops were informed that the additional tax having been sanc- 
tioned by the Ratepayers, the Council were unable to comply with their 
request. 


Petition from the Opium Shop-keepers. 


We, the undersigned, pray the Council not to increase the tax on Opium-shops, 
We have opened shops, and carried on our business under the control of the Council, 
and we have always regularly paid the monthly tax. Now we are told that the 
Council have ordered the tax to be raised, so we called together all the keepers of 
Opium-shops, and laid the matter before them at a general meeting. 

It seems to us all that our business at present is so bad, that we cannot pay the 
increased tax, but it is not only the Opium-shops which are doing badly, but all 
other trades are bad also, If this were not the case we could close our Opium-shops 
and start some other business, although this would cost us a good deal for altera- 
tions and repairs, but now we must continue our former business, so that we may. 
not lose all the money we have spent in fitting up our shops, 

Even if the tax is not increased it seems to us that we shall hardly be able to 
pay the old tax, but we will not disobey the orders of the Council by refusing to 
pay the increased tax, we only represent that it will be very difficult for us to do so, 

We therefore pray the Council to grant our request, and not to increase the tax, 
so much, at present. If they must increase it, we beg them to wait until our business 
becomes better, and this will be a great boon to your petitioners.

Cargo Boats.—The owners of Cargo boats having represented to 
the Council, soon after the tax was raised, that many of their boats 
were during the month exclusively employed in bringing cargo from 
vessels discharging at Woosung to the public Wharves in Hongkew, 
it was decided that in future the license fees should only be charged on 
such boats as made use of the Municipal Jetties, 

Livery Stables.—All carriages plying for hire in the streets were 
renumbered in May last, and the large plates with the numbers, which 
recently came out from England, have since been fixed on them in 
conspicuous places. 

Wheelbarrows—Are again increasing in number, the license fees 
collected during the year amounting to Tis. 4,200 against Tis. 8,850 
in 1879. 

Jinrikshas.—The number licensed is still confined to 1,500. The 
Police have now instructions strictly to enforce the regulation against 
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loitering in the streets, and all offenders are taken to the Mixed Court, 
where they are almost invariably punished by the infliction of a small 
fine or imprisonment for a few days. At the request of the Council 
the following proclamation was issued by the Mixed Court’s Magistrate. 


PROCLAMATION. 


Chén, Magistrate of the Mixed Conrt, issues the following proclamation :— 

Whereas it has been a matter of constant occurrence, ever since jinrikshas 
have been introduced into the Settlements, that coolies in charge of these vehicles 
block up the streets, thus obstructing the traffic of people or get into disputes with 
one another, the Municipal Council have heretofore published a set of Regulations 
for their control; whilst, as appears from the records, the same matter has been 
the subject of various prohibitive proclamations issued by this Court, to no purpose, 
however, because these prescriptions, having in the course of time lapsed into 
oblivion, are now set at nought by the jinriksha-men. 

" Having now been handed the Regulations of the Municipal Council by Mr, 
Carles, British Vice-Consul, who has personally requested me to issue a new pro- 
hibition against this nuisance, it becomes my duty to publish the present proclama- 
tion for general information, attaching thereto a copy of the Regulations of the 
Municipal Council. 

Let all the coolies therefore thoroughly acquaint themselves with this pro- 
¢lamation, that they may know that henceforward they will not be permitted to 
station their vehicles, loiter about with them, hail passengers, or draw their carri- 
ages along places where the general traffic would be impeded. They must comply 
with the Regulations issued by the Municipal Council and obey whatever orders 
are given by the Police with regard to the part of the road they are to follow. 

Persons venturing to disregard these commands will be most severely punished 
when brought before this Court. No mercy will be shown, Very important, A 
special proclamation.

Adiitions to the Force-—On the recommendation of the Super- 
intendent, approved of by the Watch Committee, it was decided to 
sanction the employment of twelve additional Native Constables, as it 
has been found advisable to re-arrange the whole of the Police beats 
for night duty, the rapid extension of the streets in the settlements 
having added very considerably to the distances which have now to be 
patrolled. 
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Varrarions IN THE Porice Force purine 1880. 


Foreigners.—One sergeant and four constables resigned, and four 
constables have been dismissed for misconduct. 

Eight men have joined the force. 

Natives —Two constables have been dismissed for misconduct. 


Crime. 


There has been one case of murder. This was a Manila-man who 
was employed as a constable at the Spanish Consulate and while in the 
performance of his duty he appears to have quarrelled with another 
Manila-man who stabbed the constable with a knife, and the injured 
man died in a few minutes. The murderer escaped at the time, but 
was arrested the same day, and remanded to the Cells at the Hongkew 
Station, where he committed suicide. 

Among the native population there has been no serious crime. 

Assault on Sergeant Skinner.—The Council in August last autho- 
rized the payment of Tls. 200 from the Police gratuity fund to 
Sergeant Skinner who had been violently assaulted by a Manila-man 
confined in the Hongkew Station on a charge of murder. He was 
bitten severely in the face and hand, and subsequently it was found 
necessary to amputate part of one finger. 

Sick Prisoners at Hongkew Station.—The Council having learned 
that some members of the community were under the impression that 
the health of the prisoners in Hongkew was not properly attended to, 
it was decided to instruct the Inspector to send in a report upun the 
subject. Annexed is Inspector Stripling’s Report, from which it is 
evident that every attention is paid to the prisoners, and that there has 
been comparatively little sickness amongst them during the year.

Sm,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your note of the 13th inst., 
requesting me to report upon the health of the prisoners at this Station and to state 
how many are sick, how many have been released or sent to the Hospital this year 
on account of sickness, and also if any of the prisoners are suffering from Beri Beri, 
and if Dr. Henderson inspects the prisoners to see if there are any sick, 

In reply, I beg to state, 

1st.—That at the present moment there are no sick prisoners at this Station. 
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2nd.—That from the Ist of January to date, sixteen prisoners, whose unexpired 
sentences averaged sixty-five days each, have been sent to the Mixed Court on ac- 
count of sickness. 

3rd.—Only three prisoners have been sent to Hospital this year. The first was 
a boy who was in custody on remand, and who was, at the time of his arrest, suffer- 
ing from an old complaint of the lungs, he got worse, and Dr. Macleod ordered him 
to be removed to the Hospital. He was sent to the Shangtung road Hospital, but 
was refused admittance and the Constable brought him back to this Station, as the 
case required skilled treatment. I sent him to the Native Hospital attached to the 
General Hospital, where he was received and kept until he ran away. 

At this Hospital is not generally known, I may here state that it is maintained 
at the expense of the Sister Superior of the General Hospital, and is, no doubt, one 
of the best native Hospitals in Shanghai, As the patients are all under the care of 
the Physician and Sisters of the General Hospital, it is scarcely necessary to add 
that they have the advantage of having the best medical skill and attention. 

The second was what appeared to be a case of paralysis, and he was sent to the 
Shangtung road Hospital, where he remained until he was handed over to his uncle, 
who took him to his home where he is said to haye died. 

The third case was that of a boy who was undergoing six months’ imprison- 
ment, and who had only twenty-two days to complete his sentence when he was 
hurt, internally, by one of the prisoners who is now undergoing twelve months’ im- 
prisonment; he was sent to the Shangtung road Hospital, but died before he reach- 
ed there, 

4th.—There are no prisoners at this Station suffering from Beri Beri, 

5th.—Dr Henderson does not inspect the prisoners to see if any are sick; such 
has not been the practice hitherto, and I am not aware that he is expected to do so. 
We send for him whenever his services are required, and he is always very prompt 
in attending. The prisoners, when sick, are sent to a native Hospital. 

In conclusion, I have pleasure in stating, that considering the class of prisoners 
‘we get, and remembering the life they have led, and that much of their sickness is 
caused by venereal and skin disease, or from the effects of opium, and that some of 
them persistently try to make themselves sick by refusing their food, and drinking 
excessively of cold water, and taking native drugs, knowing that if they are sick 
they will be released. 

I consider that the health of the prisoners at this Station has been, and is, very 
good.

Srr,—Her Majesty’s Assistant Juige and Coroner has called my attention to 
the defective arrangements at the Mortuary attached to the Pootung Cemetery on 
the occasion of an inquest held on Monday last on the corpse of a sailor named 
Heinrich Stander. . 

It appears that the body was recovered from the river the day before and placed 
in the dead house, which was then closed. When the Coroner and the Jurymen ar- 
rived the following morning, the doors were opened for them to view the body. 
The stench which then arose was overpowering, and might easily have occasioned 
sickness, 

May I ask you to give orders that for the future, in case of corpses in an ad- 
vanced stage of decomposition on which inquests are to be held, such measures as 
may be recommended by the Health Officer may be adopted, in order to prevent 
danger arising to those whose duty it may be to inspect such corpses,

Srr,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 21st inst. 
directing attention to the defective arrangements at the Mortuary attached to the 
Pootung Cemetery on the occasion of the inquest held there last Monday, and 
asking me to give orders that in future when corpses are in an advanced stage of 
decomposition such measures shall be taken as the Health Officer may recommend, 
in order to prevent danger to those whose duty it may be to inspect them. 

Your letter has been submitted to the Council, and, in reply, I am directed to 
say that orders have been given to have a supply of disinfectants, &c., kept in the 
Mortuary, which can be used at any time, and any measures which the Health 
Officer may recommend shall be attended to. 

With regard to the body of Heinrich Stander, I may mention that it was 
found by natives in the river above the city, at 10 a.m. on Sunday last, and taken 
by them to the River Police Hulk. The River Police sent the body to the 
Mortuary at noon, and communicated the fact to the Coroner, but no inquest was 
held till Monday. No information was sent to the Municipal Police, and they 
consequently were not aware of the body having been sent to the Mortuary, 

When bodies are found in the river, the finder ought to report at once to the 
Police, who will immediately communicate with the Coroner, but usually bodies are 
left in the water until they have been inspected by the Coroner and Jury.

The names 
of the different streets are now painted in black letters on strips of 
glass fixed into the lamp frames, but the names in Chinese characters 
are omitted, as it is found that they only obscure the light without 
being of any use, the Natives not recognizing the streets by their 
English names, 

The Council are glad to report that the Directors of the Gas 
Company have intimated their intention to make a slight reduction in 
the price charged for the supply of Gas for public lamps after the 1st 
January, 1881.

Dear Sm,—I have the pleasure to inform you that the Directors of this 
Company have decided to again make a reduction in the price charged for the 
supply of gas to the Public Lamps, including the lighting, cleaning, and repairing 
them.

As the price at which the Council’s building, and the Employés residing 
therein, the Fire Engine Station, and the Public Gardens, are supplied with gas, 
has been on a reduced scale for many years, the Directors cannot at present make 
any further reduction in it.

Nuisances Branca. 


The Inspector reports that as usual the streets in the settlements 
have been swept twice, and the alley ways once daily throughout the 
year, and the garbage removed in boats. 

The number of Cart-loads collected 

in the English Settlement was 18,307 against 17,300 last year 

and in Hongkew.......0000..- 8,456 ,, CRU boh Bars 


26,763 24,318 
showing a total increase of 2,445 loads for the year, exclusive of 
1,963 Cart-loads of mud, and sand. 
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The increased amount of refuse to be removed, has rendered it 
necessary to employ two additional scavengering carts, with coolies to 
attend them, and 6 additional men with Wheelbarrows for cleaning 
alleys. 

Two mud scrapers, and one street sweeping machine have been 
got out from England, and do the work for which they are intended, 
in a very satisfactory manner. 

The street sinks have been emptied about once a month, and the 
filth collected placed in covered carts and conveyed to boats stationed 
at the back of the settlement. 

The old contract for the removal of night soil having expired on 
81st August last, a new one was made for one year on more favorable 
terms; the contractors have performed their duties in a satisfactory 
manner, almost no complaints of neglect or irregular attendance having 
been made against them. 

A nuisance of unusual magnitude in the neighbourhood of the 
Woosung Road has been removed. It consisted of 10 Native Piggeries 
containing 221 Pigs, kept in the most filthy condition, 26 Cesspools, 
and 6 large receptacles for storing night soil. 

The streets of the settlements have been regularly watered when 
necessary and this has been the case on 237 days during the year. 

The side channels in the Nankin Road where the market is held, 
were washed down daily during the hot weather, with water mixed 
with Carbolic Acid, and all the corners, and recesses in the back parts 
of the settlement, were treated in the same manner. 

Disinfectants have been less freely used during the summer than 
has been the case in former years, as fortunately no epidemic of any 
kind has visited the settlements. 


NUuISANCEs. 


Piggeries, §c., in Honghew.—Messrs. C. J. Ashley, H. Evans 
and others having complained to the Council of the Piggeries, cess- 
pools and other nuisances upon the ground to the West of the Woosung 
Road, the Inspector of Nuisances was instructed to have the owners 
summoned before the Mixed Court, where they were ordered by the 
Magistrate to remove all nuisances at once. 

Silver Refineries, Honghew.—At the request of Mr. Lalcaca the 
Council wrote to the Proprietor of the Silver Refinery in Chapoo 
Road informing him that the vapours from it were a cause of great 
annoyance to the residents in Lee-kee Terrace, Tiendong Road, and in 
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reply were assured that for the future every precaution would be taken 
to prevent the fumes escaping, and annoying the neighbours. 


Hive Pacxine Gopowns.

Sm,—I beg, through yon, to call the attention of your Honourable Body to the 
fact that the godown on the north-west corner of Whangpoo and Minghong Roads, 
in the Hongkew Settlement, is now used as a depét for packing hides. That since 
the weather has turned warm the stench from these premises is always objection- 
able and at times almost unbearable, therefore, on behalf of the residents of that 
locality, I respectfully ask that this nuisance be suppressed. 

In this connection, I beg also to invite the attention of your Honourable Body 
to the condition of the vacant lot adjoining, and west of the Japanese Consulate- 
General, which it would seem is dangerous to the health of the community.

Traffic in the Streets—In order to remedy as much as possible 
the following nuisances, it was decided to place two or three additional 
constables on the Bund, to regulate the traffic. 
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. Suaneuat, 3rd June 1880, 


Srr,—I desire to call the attention of the Council to the utter disorder which 
’ prevails amongst the barrow and jinriksha coolies plying in this Settlement, and to 
: express the hope that the Council will take some measures for the regulation of 
this traffic, as it is now pursued with such recklessness that the lives of all passen- 
gers are in serious jeopardy. 

On the Bund, for instance, at the busiest times of the day there are often four 
streams of barrows and jinrikshas, two on one side, two on the other, proceeding 
q in opposite directions. These when pressed by carriages are in the habit of darting 
s at random from one side of the road to the other, and if they thereby escape 

collision with one vehicle it is only to suffer a worse mishap with another. 

In addition, the streets are crowded with loitering jinrikshas, whose favourite 
yantage places are the centre of the Bund and the point at which four roads inter- 
sect, Such positions are sometimes occupied by two or three jinrikshas, and when 
carriage approaches some will start off in one direction, some in another. That 
accidents are not more frequent is the strongest testimony in favour of the care 
and prudence of drivers, but the risks nevertheless are most pene and especially 
so to passers-by. 

The police do not attempt to control the traffic, or to Peran any of the 
damages, which I deem it my duty to bring to your notice, and, indeed, the worst 
offenders against the acknowledged rules of the road are the Council's own servants, 
it being no unusual things for empty water-carts to travel abreast of one another, 
the drivers being engaged the while in pleasant social repartee. 

With all deference to the Council I would suggest that an ample force of 
policemen be told off for the control of the street traffic. Secondly, that rules of 
the road be published and» supplied to every policeman and jinriksha coolie, and 
that no license be granted to any jinriksha or barrow coolie until he has proved 
himself to be familiar with these rules; and, thirdly, that the license of every 
carriage driver who has offended against such rules be at once forfeited. 

The same regulations should be made to apply to the drivers of hackney carri- 
ages, and I take the liberty to enclose a rough draft of at least some of the regula- 
tions which I deem most urgent, and the strict observance of which would add 
very considerably to the safety of this community.

Ponies on Waste Land near Defence Creek.—The Residents in 
Quangsi Terrace having represented to the Council that they were 
much annoyed by the noise made by the ponies which were turned out at 
night to graze upon the land in front of their houses, it was decided with 
the consent of the owners of the land to warn the Native livery stable 


keepers that all ponies found straying about there would be impounded, 
and the owners fined. 


Native Lotteries—In May last the Superintendent of Police re- 
that a great many establishments had been opened by Natives 
the sale of lottery tickets costing 120 cash each, the prizes ranging

from $30 to $20 payable in articles of furniture, or in cash less 10 per 
cent discount, but at the request of the Council, the Mixed Court 
Magistrate ordered them to be closed. 

Soon afterwards they were re-opened in the names of Portuguese 
subjects, on which the Council applied to the Portuguese Consul for 
assistance, and by his order all Portuguese subjects were directed to 
cease from selling local lottery tickets. 

From the accompanying correspondence with the Foreign Consuls, 
and proclamations issued by the Native Authorities, it will be seen that 
all local lotteries are now strictly prohibited, and the Council are glad 
to say that this kind of gambling, which was increasing very rapidly 
in the settlement has been completely stopped. 


A repeated prohibitory Proclamation, 


Whereas the sale of tickets of furniture lotteries in the Foreign Settlements is 
now even carried on by retail, and thereby becomes gambling which is prohibited 
by law, the offenders concerned therein have been summoned before this Court 
and were ordered to close their establishments within a certain time. It has been 
now ascertained that some of these transactions are carried on under the name of 
Portuguese subjects, among whom the firm of Oliveira and Co. appears prominently, 

A communication to that effect was written by me.to the Consul-General of 
Portugal, and at the same time a report made to the Taotai concerning this pro- 
hibition, but I feel also in duty bound to issue again a proclamation about this 
affair, and I expect that everyone will obey accordingly, Henceforward, and 
after the issue of this proclamation, nobody shall sell tickets of furniture lotteries, 
and anyone daring to disobey shall be severely punished,

A proclamation of repeated prohibition, 

According to the law, gambling is forbidden, as it contributes to the public 
corruption, In the Settlements there were formerly the “‘white pidgeon” lotteries 
(Peh-ko-pian) and others, all having for object gambling, some of them were 
arranged in the manner of the Manila lottery, others in various other ways, but all 
making enormous profits. The investigations made thereupon demonstrated all 
these circumstances yery clearly and a prohibitory proclamation was issued to that 
effect. The owners of such gambling establishments were ordered to appear 

i (before the Magistrate) and a time was fixed for them within which they had to 
close their establishments. But these people are of a very evil disposition, and 
they put off the closing from one day to the other. This circumstance encourages 

ratherthis kind of business and it spreads rapidly day by day. Really a very bad 
state of affairs, which originates in the passion for gaining illicitly money. Iordered 
hore runners that they, together with the Municipal Police, shall call the owners of 
such lottery establishments to appear before me in order that I can inform them of 
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the prohibition being still in force against their establishments, and without con- 
sideration of the number of days of their existence the owners have to close them 
from the 15th inst., and any further sale of lottery tickets shall cease. Concerning 
the articles deposited at the establishments for the lotteries, and concerning the 
money received during this month by the sale of tickets seven days more shall be 
granted within which they have to be returned; after the expiration of this time 
everything has to be closed up. Should, after the expiration of this time, this 
business still continue, the objects offered for raffle will be confiscated, and the 
owners of such establishments will be arrested and punished, 

Therefore this proclamation is issued” for the information of the Tipaos and 
all the people living in the Settlements in order that they may obey accordingly, 
The persons who hitherto made a living by the sale of lottery tickets must choose 
another branch of business and not devote themselves to an illicit trade, 

Special care has been taken this time to explain the nature of the prohibition 
in force, as any attempt to disregard it will be equally punished like cases of 
gambling or fraud, the laws herein make no distinction. The sellers of tickets 
will be most severely punished and the purchasers of such tickets will also not 
escape punishment. Everyone shall obey.

Chén, the Magistrate of the Mixed Court, issues the following repeated ‘ 
hibitory proclamation :— a = paw j 
Against the sale of tickets of furniture and other lotteries, wholesale and 
"retail, proclamations have been repeatedly issued to stop the practice as against 

law and morality and a certain time has been fixed to close the lotteries agencies, 
But as these furniture lotteries brought great profit, Manila lottery tickets arenow 
_ sold in small fractions, Although the name is not the same and the tickets are 
sold by retail, the whole proceedings are like the furniture lotteries. Such agencies 
are daily established, in greater numbers, all over the Settlements, which is very 
_ deplorable to witness, and has to be suppressed as soon as possible, 
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I, the Magistrate of the Mixed Court, have now consulted with the Spanish 
Consul and Consul General for Portugal, about the best means to stop the sale of 
Manila lottery tickets in fractions, A great number of such tickets have been sold, 
and the sale of them is now to be stopped. But the sellers of the tickets have already 
received large sums of money, and the buyers of them have lost their capital, 


| Therefore a certain time must be given to them, after the lapse of which the pro- 


hibition will come into force. It has been decided that from the Ist day of the 
12th moon of the 6th year Kuangsii (31st December, 1880), the sale of such lottery 
tickets is to be stopped by all the agencies, whether foreign or Chinese. I have 
had before me the majority of the lottery agents, and have admonished them to 
obey my instructions, and besides I have’made them sign a bond, by which they 
bind themselves not to sell any more such tickets. This bond has been deposited 
in the archives of the Mixed Court. It now becomes my duty to admonish the 
people, and therefore I issue this proclamation to the tipaos in the Settlements and 
to the people in general for their information and guidance. When, after the time 
fixed for the abolition of the lottery agencies, it comes to my knowledge either by 
hearsay or by reports made by the police, that the same furniture and other 
lotteries are carried on ay before, the offenders will be brought before the Court 
and severely punished. No mercy will be shown to them! Let all, whom it may 
concern, willingly obey!

The following proclamations issued by the Native Authorities were 
allowed to be posted in the settlements, 


Cruelty to Poultry. 


I am in receipt of a despatch from the Superintendent of Circuit Lin, contain- 
ing instructions to the following purpose :— 

The Consul-General Dr. Focke has forwarded to me a communication, wherein 
he adverts to the fact that Chinese selling fowls, ducks and all kind of live poultry 
about the Settlements, carry them on poles, feet tied together, and head down- 
wards, an attitude which the cries of the animals make offensive both to eye and 
ear. This mode of carrying live animals has been prohibited heretofore; but it 
seems that the notification has sunk into oblivion, and that the old practice, not- 
withstanding it hurts the law of God and mankind, has sprung again into existence, 
The Consul-General, therefore, requests me to issue a new notification, with the 
publication of which yon are entrusted by the present instruction. 

In receipt of this despatch, I may add that proclamations interdicting the 
abuse in question have been repeatedly issued in former times. As it has now 

~ nevertheless become necessary to publish a new prohibition, I trust that the owners 
of poultry-shops in the Settlements as well as country-people offering poultry for 
sale will all without exception obey my commands, and put their fowls, ducks, etc., 
into baskets. They are not allowed to carry them on poles, feet tied together, and 
head downwards. Those who infringe this prescription will be, on being appre- 
hended by the police, brought before me and most severely punished. Obey with 
trembling, let nobody disregard these my commands,

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Illicit Traffic in Saltpetre. 


Moh, Magistrate for the District of Shanghai in the Sung-kiang Prefecture, 
Province of Kiangsu, issues the following stringent prohibitory proclamation :— 

Iam in receipt of instructions from the Prefect of Sung-chiang-fa, Pn, acting 
under the orders of the Provincial Treasurer-in-charge, Hsii, who states that Kao 
Shon-shi, possessor of an honorary rank, and friends, have petitioned him as 
follows :— 

We hnmbly beg to state that, in obedience to existing regulations, it is 
incumbent upon the saltpetre shops in the provincial capital to obtain annual 
permits from Government to enable them to purchase their necessary stock of 
saltpetre and to sell it to firework manufacturers, silver refiners, druggists, dyers 
and other trades in the departments of this province. 

However, last year, the sale of saltpetre suddenly diminished, showing a 
marked decrease compared with the previous year, This was certainly owing to 
large clandestine sales which resulted in the obstruction of the licensed sales, 
This contraband saltpetre defrauds the Revenue by being secreted by dishonest 
people in the saltpetre districts, who, desirous of gain, sometimes stow it away in 
the holds of ships, and sometimes making fraudulent use of an official commission, 
screen their person from search as by an amulet, Other unlawful means are in 
practice, which all result in the fact that the inland stations and barriers are unable 
to search for and seize the prohibited article, 

It has lately come to our ears that contraband saltpetre is conveyed in this 
way to Soochow, Hangchow, Chea-hsing, Huchow and other places, and is sold 
there to the different trades interested, who are guided by a desire to make cheap 
bargains, And how could the fireworkers at Soochow, for instance, do otherwise 
than desire to buy cheap when they light unexpectedly upon this contraband 
Baltpetre ? 

Moreover, there are vagrant soldiers and disbanded braves, who in disrespect 
of the law of the country, offer native and foreign gunpowder for sale, and there 
being honest and dishonest people among the owners of shops (which deal in fire- 
works), it is to be feared that many, induced by low prices, purchase it. 

We take the liberty most respectfully to remark that saltpetre, being of 
material importance on account of the fabrication of gunpowder, is held by law to 
he an article strictly prohibited, and that to prepare illicitly gunpowder is an act 
still more illegal, and therefore interdicted. Were we not to request you to issue 
strict prohibition, not only wonld the privilege of the licensed saltpetre shops be 
Set at nought, but it would amount to a want of care in the proper control of gun- 
powder, 

We, therefore, humbly petition you to order the heads‘of the different depart- 
ments of the province to issue proclamations for general notice, vigorously pro- 
hibiting the mal-practice in question; that henceforth all trades that require 
saltpetre must buy it from the licensed shops, and that in case of only outward 
respect being paid to this command by secret disobedience to it in hope of gain, 
by underhand purchasers of saltpetre and gunpowder, persons thus implicated will, 
on being discovered or reported, be most severely punished, Furthermore, we 
request you to communicate with the Lekin Tax Collectors at Soochow and 
Shanghai on the subject, and to enjoin the three District Magistrates of the 


_ Metropolitan Prefecture, to order the carriers fo search with the utmost severity, 


and issue notifications for public cognizance to the effect that junk-owners carrying 
clandestinely unlicensed saltpetre or gunpowder will be strictly dealt with accord- 
ing to law. 

Whereas, with regard to this petition, saltpetre is essential to the fabrication 
of gunpowder, underhand sales of it ought to be rigorously prohibited, Besides, 
having given proper orders to issue proclamations, I have at the same time 
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addressed the Superintendents of the Lekin stations at Soochow and Shanghai, as 
well as the three District Magistrates of the Metropolitan Prefecture, enjoining 
them to publish the prohibition with regard to which it is now my duty to send 
you directions as above. 

In receipt of this despatch, I have to instruct you to issue proclamations for 

stringent repression of the practice in question, and the punishment of those 
found guilty on apprehension. 

Amongst those trades in the district under my jurisdiction that are obliged to 
employ saltpetre, silver-refiners, like the Shih-yi-t’ai firm for instance, or manu- 
factures of Cantonese glass-lanterns like the Hsiang-hé firm and others, are rare in 
the town of Shanghai and its immediate neighbourhood, but numerous in the 
Foreign Settlements, whilst the fireworkers all live in town on the southern market. 
T have, therefore, composed a proclamation rigidly prohibiting clandestine traffic 
in saltpetre with a view to illicit gain, copies whereof I have forwarded to the 
Judge of the Mixed Court and the Consul-General for France (for transmission to 
the Police in order to have the same placarded.) Further, as in duty bound, I 
issue this notification to the same effect, anticipating that after promulgation 
thereof, those trades in the whole district under my supervision that use saltpetre 
and the constables or village-elders will take cognizance of the same; silver 
refiners, glass lantern and firework manufacturers, druggists and the like, must 
henceforward buy the saltpetre they require at the licensed Hao-yiieh-féng shop, 
Clandestine purchases effected for the sake of illicit profit accruing therefrom, are 
interdicted, so that persons who infringe this rule will voluntarily bring guilt on 
their head. 

If enticed by gain people venture to retail it, they will on apprehension or 
information be most severely punished ; certainly no mercy will be shown. Itis 
everybody’s duty to pay obedience to this special proclamation. Let nobody 
disregard it.

Shouting of Coolies. 


Chén, Magistrate of the Mixed Court, etc., issues the following positive pro- 
clamation :— 

“T am in receipt of acommunication from the United States Consulate-General, 
stating that on the wharf in the proximity of the Consulate-General, cargo-boats 
had lately, the state of the tide in the river admitting, neglected to work the cargo _ 
by the landing pontoon ; that the cries of these numerous people and the frequent 
quarrels arising amongst them created an unbearable nuisance, etc. He, therefore, 
requests me to issue a prohibition against it. After having replied in due course, I 
now issue this clear proclamation, which, I hope cargo-boat people and coolies will 
take notice of, so that in future when working cargo they will strictly confine 
themselves to the landing-place. They must not load or unload goods near the 
Consulate-General, nor utter cries just at this place. 

“People found in contravention to this order will be most vigorously dealt 
with. Certainly no mercy will be shown. Let everybody respect this command, 
Very important, very important. A special proclamation.

Srr,—I have received a report from the Deputy of the Mixed Conrt to the 
effect that the processions which are formed at All Souls’ Day in the 7th and 8th 
moons by natives from Foochow, Canton, Ningpo, Shaosing, etc., in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Yang-king-pang, are, on account of the crowds, availed of by 
evildoers as an opportunity for creating disturbances, committing thefts, and that 
they give rise to innumerable other mal-practices which it would be impossible to 
mention at full length, These festivities have, therefore, for some time past been 
prohibited upon previous report. 

‘As the time of the processions is approaching, I beg leave to request you to 
address the Consuls on the subject, and to instruct the District Magistrate to issue 
stringent orders by placards on the northern and southern market for the guidance 
of the Foochow, Canton, Chaochow, Hinchow, Ningpo, Shaosing people and the 
managers of the guilds concerned, forbidding the processions, and only allowing 
the religious celebration within the precincts of temples. ‘ 

‘As I find that these processions are illegal, and that they have heretofore 


“become the subject of various communications to the Foreign Consuls and instrac- 


tions to the District Magistrate, I now beg to request that you will, after having 
acquainted yourself with the contents of this dispatch, instruct the Police, as 
formerly, to see the prohibition upheld. The District Magistrate has already 
received my instructions on the subject.

Women in Tea Shops, §c.

Sm,—It appears from the records that young females, without sense of 
decency, having formerly been employed in opium shops of the Foreign Settle- 
ments as waiting maids, the Taotai Shén, who vacated this post on promotion, 
whilst issuing a proclamation, also addressed your predecessor on the subject, 
requesting him to stop such improper practice. 

‘Time wearing on, however, the prohibition seems to be tampered with, for it 
has-lately come to my knowledge that owners of tea and opium shops and 
restaurants are again employing clandestinely these females to wait on guests, 
chiefly as a bait to young family sons, hoping thus to make great profits. This 
truly denotes great audacity and is a thing improper in the highest degree ; if not 
severely repressed, where would be the possibility of keeping the mind of the 
population straight or holding out to them an example of morality ? 

‘As I have already published a proclamation and forwarded instructions to the 
Shanghai District Magistrate and the Deputies of both Settlements, it now more- 
over becomes my duty to address you this despatch requesting you, after haying 
acquainted yourself with its contents, to order the Police to make diligent search 
jn the said establishments, expelling all female waiters found therein without loss 
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of time, and prohibiting the employ of the same, and in case of disobedience to 
bring up the culprits for punishment. Hoping that you will favour my request 
with an early consideration.

Fire DeparTMENnT. 
a — 


The Fire Bell at the Hongkew Station having got cracked whilst 
sounding the alarm of fire in April last, and being thus rendered use- 
less, it was decided to replace it by purchasing from the Church 
Trustees an old Bell which they offered to sell for the sum of Tls. 100. 

Subsequently the Chief Engineer represented to the Council, that 
a very favorable opportunity offered for purchasing in America a new 
alarm Bell with the most improved hanging, and striking gear, the 
whole weighing rather over 6,000 lbs. and which could be bought for 
$1,500 although it originally cost $5,000. On his recommendation the 
Council decided to sanction the purchase of this bell which will be 
hung at the Central Station, whilst the bell there at present, will be 
sent to the Hongkew Station, that bought from the Church ‘Trustees 
being too small to be of any use. 

The Council also decided to sanction the expenditure of Tis. 1,500 
on new hose, which amount along with the cost of the new bell will be 
provided for in the Budget for 1881. 


Markets, 


The Inspector reports that during the past year he has daily 
visited the markets from which Foreigners get their provisions, and 
has invariably found them well supplied with good, and wholesome 
articles of food. : 

Beef has been fairly good except during the months of January, 
February, March and August; Mutton has always been good and 
plentiful, and during the season there has always been a full supply of 
Game, Fish, and Vegetables. 

There has been no seizure of diseased meat during the year, but 
four oxen and one sheep, were rejected as unfit to be killed for foreign 
comsumption. 
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The Cattle in the Native Dairies have been inspected every fort- 
night and have always been found healthy and free from any epidemic 
disease. ;

Tn consequence of Mr, Ferguson of the’ Farm having written to’ 
the Council complaining of diseased’ cattle being allowed to be brought 
to the settlement by the Bubbling Well Road, the Inspector was 
directed to ascertain if there was any disease’ in the neighbourhood, 
and annexed is his report. 


Smanowar, 25th November, 1880, 


Dear Str,—During the past ten days I have seen several strings of diseased 
native cattle (water buffaloes, black hump cattle, and Tauy-an red cattle) being 
‘driyen down the Bubbling Well Road into the Settlement, They are landed near 
Trefancha from boats coming from the interior. As there is an epidemic reported 
amongst native cattle in the Nanking and Tauy-an districts, you will greatly oblige 
‘me by giving instructions to have all cattle that are landed here from the interior 
driven through the Sinza Village to the native grease-shops, that only slaughter, 
according to Municipal Council Reports, these perfectly sound animals, and for 
‘ative consumption only, ‘Trusting you will excuse my troubling you on sucha 
paltry subject,

" Srr,—I beg to submit the following facts in reference to Mr. A. Ferguson's 
letter of 25th November :— 

In order to ascertain, if possible, what became’ of the so-called diseased native 
cattle referred to in Mr. Ferguson’s letter, I carefully examined yesterday every 
animal, both in the cattle-sheds, the butcheries, and those kept by the proprietors 
of the various grease-shops (or knackers) for native consumption, and I can 
guarantee that on that date there was not an ox, a cow, or buffalo, in any of the 
above establishments suffering from epidemic disease within the limits of what is 
known as Pah-sien-joh (there are no grease-shops or cattle-sheds in Hongkew, 
butcheries only.) These I inspected also. I further made enquiries from the 
Inspector of Markets on the French side. He says that on Thursday last he 
inspected all the animals kept by similar establishments in the French Concession, 
and found none suffering from epidemic disease, 

There are of course animals suffering from skin disease, but such are not 
allowed to be killed for foreign consumption, 

Talso saw Mr. Hall, who has a valuable English cow kept at Pah-sien-joh; he 
often visits the place where his cow is kept; he says he has not heard of there 
being any disease amongst the cattle at present, neither has he seen any diseased 
oxen about the place, or he should not allow his cow to remain there. 

I further enquired amongst the Nanking drovers as to the rumour of disease 
amongst the cattle at that place. One man, a native of Nanking, who arrived here 
on Tifursday last with thirty-three head of cattle, said he had been twelve days 
from Nanking, and when he left that place there was no disease amongst the cattle, 
either at Nanking or in the neighbourhood; also from two other drovers, both 
Nanking men, and not of the same party as the former. They have been in 
Shanghai ten and fourteen days respectively, and so had left Nanking much earlier 
than the first-mentioned man. They both corroborate the statement of the first 
man, and say there was no disease amongst the cattle when they left Nanking. 

This afternoon a drove of cattle arrived from Tan-yang. I questioned the 
drovers, who are natives of that place, and they say there was no disease amongst 
the cattle in that place when they left; they have been nine days coming down to 
Shanghai. 

As Ihave been unable to find any of the so-called diseased cattle referred to, 
or any person other than Mr. Ferguson who has seen or heard tell of any, I can 
only come to the conclusion that Mr. Ferguson has been mistaken, and that he has 
not examined the cattle he mentions to ascertain whether they were really diseased, 
or only suffering from great privation, and weary and almost worn-out by fatigue 
and from want of food and rest in a long passage by boat, &c., which would cause 
them to have a generally depressed appearance that might be mistaken for sickness 
or disease if not closely examined. ° 

There are at present at Pah-sien-joh about fifty head of poor and thin cattle, 
which, if driven throngh the streets of Shanghai, might be taken for sick and 
diseased cattle, but on a closer examination would be found to be free from epidemic 
disease ; they are cattle that have been worked by farmers all the summer and 
autumn, and from hard work and bad feeding are reduced to mere skeletons, yet 
not diseased, but so poverized that they have the appearance of sick animals. The 
farmers have no further use for them during the winter, ‘and they drive them to - 
market for sale. 

I can fully understand that Mr. Ferguson should be exceedingly anxious if he 
thonght diseased cattle were passing the “Farm” premises, as he has so much at 
stake. Ihave told the cattle-dealers to instruct all their men that all oxen and 
buffaloes landing near “Trefancha Farm” are to be driven down the Sinza road 
and not along the Bubbling Well road in future, 
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I wonld remark that the fact of an.ep{demic amongst the cattle in and around 
the neighbourhood of Shanghai is likely to effect seriously the trade of the Settle- 
ment, and more especially those merchants who are in the hide and leather 
branches, and no mere rumour or outside report of epidemic amongst cattle should 
be allowed to establish the matter as a fact, but nothing short of an actual case of 
epidemic under observation should be accepted. But, on the other hand, all due 


~ enquiry and the most searching investigation should at all times be made when 


any well-founded rumour or report of disease is made, so as to protect the com- 
munity against the ill effects likely to arise from consuming the flesh of diseased 


animals, as well as to prevent the disease being conveyed to other countries by the 


exportation of either the animals or their hides,

The deaths of seventy-eight foreigners have been registered in 
Shanghai during the year 1880. A detailed statement of these will be 
found on page 65 of this report. At page 66 the deaths which took — 
place among the actual residents are given separately. * 

The deaths of seven children have been registered during the year, 
and these will be found tabulated at page 66, Nationality was regis- 
tered in fifty-nine cases, the distribution being as follows :—Great 
Britain 28, France 8, America 4, Portugal 4, Manila 4, Russia 3, 
Spain 8, Germany 2, Sweden 2, Africa 1, Belgium 1, Greece 1, India

The usual conditions of climate in Shanghai were modified during 
the past year; the summer heat being comparatively mild and the” 
winter cold setting in early. As a consequence probably of this, 
disease among Foreigners during 1880 was more closely assimilated than 
usual to the types observed in the temperate latitudes of Europe. Out 
of the seventy-five deaths registered, there are but nine* which can in 
any sense be termed climatic. Heat apoplexy does not appear once among 
the causes of death during the year, and acute diseases of the digestive 
organs seem to haye been less common, and of a less severe character; 
on the other hand inflammatory affections of the lungs occurred with 
unusual frequency. 

Three deaths from Small Pox were registered during the year; 
but notwithstanding the fact that two of these occurred among 
the Residents, the disease was, among Foreigners, almost entirely 
confined to the Shipping. Seventeen cases were under treatment in 
the General Hospital in April, the individuals attacked being either 
sailors or men employed on the ships in harbour at the time. The 
importance of re-vaccination in adult life has been already sufficiently 
insisted on in these reports. With regard to this the public may be 
reminded, that once successfully performed, the operation does not seem 
ever to require repetition. 

There were two deaths from Cholera during the month of Septem- 
ber. Three cases came under my own immediate observation, one 
terminating fatally, and all exhibiting in a well marked degree thoso 

symptoms which characterise the disease in its most serious form. The 
renal secretion was suppressed from the first in all; when urine was 
again secreted it was in each case loaded with albumen and contained 
innumerable casts of the uriniferous tubes. The kidney affection was 
apparently the immediate cause of death in the case which ended 
fatally. 
Enteric Fever was the cause of two deaths, eight cases being 
treated in the General Hospital during the year. Surrounded as we 
are by a large native population over which we are able to exercise 
but very limited control in matters relating to health, we can never hope 
entirely to exclude the so-called “preventable diseases,”—it argues 
however a good deal in favour of the sanitary precautions taken in- 
'dividually and generally in Shanghai, that these diseases so seldom 
assume epidemic proportions in the Foreign community.

Hospital during the year. 
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Whooping Cough was prevalent in the Settlement during the 
summer, and many Foreign children were attacked. Several of the cases 
were severe, but they were for the most part uncomplicated. No deaths 
were registered. 

A few cases of Measles were reported during the year, and 
two adult Foreigners were admitted to the wards of the Hospital 
suffering from this disease; in one of these cases the malady was 
malignant in character, the eruption being hemorrhagic, and the patient 
dying, apparently from general blood-poisoning, on the fifth day of his 
illness, 

Writing in 1877, at a time when the settlement was threatened by 
a visitation of epidemic cholera, I pointed out that the condition of the 
waste lands within the Municipal limits, or in the immediate vicinity 
of the settlement, needed special attention from the local Government, 
and I am glad to see that the Nuisance Inspector has made this 
again a matter for special comment in his report for last year. 
The increase of late in the native population, makes the provisions 
suggested by Mr. Howes matters of urgent necessity, and this is clearly 
not a work which should be deferred’till the public health is threatened 
by the invasion of disease, which the neglect of such measures is certain 
to intensify. 

The Foochow Road Dispensary—The work in this Dispensary 
has been carried on satisfactorily during 1880. Thenames of 182 women 
are at the present date inscribed on the books. There were 98 new 
applicants during the year, of whom 45 were rejected on account of 
disease. As compared with last year, cases of disease among those who 
attend the weekly visit have diminished by about a third. No advance 
has been made towards the isolation of the sick, the practical difficulties 
being at present insurmountable.

The matter was then left with the 
tepao for adjustment ; but, after considerable time had elapsed, Mr. Clark sent for 
the tepao, who finally put in an appearance and reported that the natives would not 
sell the land required at any price, as their féngshui would be seriously interfered 
with, 

Having long known the tepao as notoriously obstructive, I suggested to Mr, 
Clark that it would be far better for us to drop him entirely, and that I would go 
and negotiate with the natives direct, I haye accordingly a number of times 
visited the natives who own the strip of land (with 13 houses thereon) lying 
between the lands belonging to Pow Yuen-chong and myself, and have found the 
tepao’s statement false ; and I am now convinced that, from being able to converse 
with the natives in person, I shall be able to secure the desired road through their 
Jands far more easily than the Council would be able to do through the tepao, 
Indeed, Ihave already gained the more important points, and I have no reason 
whatever to doubt but that I shall have the negotiations completed within a week 
or so hence, 

The amount of money required for the purpose I have estimated closely at 
Tis. 500, Tls. 200 being for cost of land, Tis. 100 forraising with earth an adjacent 
lot for the 13 houses, and Tls. 200 for cost of removing the 13 houses to the 
adjacent lot, paying for vegetables, trees, &c., destroyed, small gratuities, &., &c.

Sm,—I have the honour to make to you the following communication, 

‘The land between Shanghai and Woosung formerly used as a railroad, has 
been bought by China, and the present road belongs therefore to the Chinese Go- 
vernment.. The road, which is very convenient for traffic and the conveyance of 
men and merchandise, is in the charge of the Shanghai District Magistrate, 

Now I have received a report from the Weiyiians Wéng and Hsich, stating 
that the portion of the railroad extending from the Honan Road Bridge (Li-ta 
Bridge) to the Hsu Gardens had been in a bad state, and that workmen had been 
engaged to efféct the necessary repairs, On the 17th November last the Weiyiians 
inspected the road again and observed that more than twenty coolies were at work 
taking away the small granite chips, with the view to alter the road ; at the time 
the Weiyiians made inquiries about the matter and were told that the Municipal 
Council employed the coolies ; informing the Municipal Council that the road was 
a Chinese Government road and had to be looked after by the Chinese authorities, 
they requested that the work should be stopped. As the stones had been removed 
for the length of more than 90 feet, the District Magistrate had to put the road 
again into its former condition, In future the Government roads will be looked 
after by the Chinese authorities, to whom the Municipal Council has to leave the 
maintenance of them, while they take care of the roads in the Settlements, 

‘The old railroad is a Chinese Government road, which has been bought back 
to eternally remain a Government road. If the surface of the road becomes bad 
and difficult for traffic, it is the duty of the local authorities to repair its defects; 
the Municipal Council will not have to incur any expenses for such roads, 

I have therefore communicated to you the report of the Weiyiians and have 
now to request you that you will be kind enough to bring the above to the 
knowledge of the Municipal Council, that in future they may act accordingly,

cember and 8th instant, covering despatches from H.E. the Taotai, intimating his 
refusal to allow the Council to make up and keep in repair the North Honan Road, 
it being his intention to execute the necessary work, 

‘The Council has no-desire to interfere with the Chinese authorities in respect 
to the North Honan Road outside the limits of the Settlement, but the portion of 
the road referred to in the Taotai’s second despatch is within the limits of the 
American Settlement, and the owners of the honses lately built on the East side of 
the road have applied to the Council to light, drain, make up, and police the road, 
in fact to afford them the usual facilities to which they are entitled as Ratepayers. 

Before the existence of the Woosung Railway Company, before therefore the 
Chinese Government required the land, it was a public pathway, and the Council 
would have been bound in any case to make it into a proper road as soon as the 
adjoining land was built on, 
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T need hardly point ont that it is essential for sanitary purposes that this road 
should be properly drained, and I have therefore to ask you to get the Taotai’s 
consent to this work being done by the Council for at least as much of the road as 
is within the limit of the Settlement.

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Jessfield Road.—The Piles of the old bridge upon this road having 
become completely rotten the Council decided to have a new one built 
in accordance with plans prepared by the Surveyor, and which is now 
completed at a cost of about Tis. 390. 

During the high tides last July it was found that the bank of the 

Soochow Creek at the end of the deflection of the road upon the creek 
was gradually being carried away, and that the road would soon follow. 
On the recommendation of the Surveyor it was decided to authorize the 
construction of a bunding at this point, of common Soochow poles with 
hardwood caps and stringers ; which has been done, the whole costing 
about Tis. 300. 


Bripees. 


The Budget for 1880 provided for the construction of a new 
Wooden bridge across the Yang-king-pang Creek between the Che- 
Kiang Road and the Rue Hué half cost of which was to be borne by 
the French Council. Subsequently the two Councils decided that it 
would be better to have one made of iron, although the cost would be 
considerably higher, and on the recommendation of the French 
Council a contract was made with Messrs. Boyd & Co., for one to cost 
about Ts. 2,700 exclusive of abutments, which will be completed in 
the course of the next four months. 

The new Wooden bridge which Mr. Cumine undertook to have 
placed across the Soochow Creek at the end of the Chekiang Road, 
provided that the Council, would contribute Tls. 500 towards the cost 
of it, was completed and made over to the Council in March last. 
Since its construction all the land in the immediate neighbourhood of 
it, has advanced very considerably in value, and is now being rapidly 
covered with new buildings. 

Cemetery Road.—tThe Bridge across the Defence Creek, leading 
from the Settlement to the Cemetery has been completely overhauled, 
and repaired. 

Siccawei Road.—At the request of the Villagers the Council 
authorized the construction of a brick culvert on this road, about two- 
thirds of a mile beyond the Bubbling Well, to replace the old box 
drain, which had become quite rotten, and nseless, 


Lanpine Stages. 


The new Iron Pontoon for which provision was made in the 
Budget has just been completed by Messrs. Boyd & Co., and placed in 
position at the end of the Hankow Road. : 


———— 
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Tn compliance with the following suggestion from Mr. Lester a 
landing stage has been constructed on the West side of the Hongkew 
Creek, and the Surveyor has been instructed to have another placed 
between the Broadway and tho river.

Sre,—tI 1 beg to call the attention of the Council to the absence of any 
landing accommodation on the West side of the Hongkew Creek between the 
Whangpoo River and the Seward Road. 

Some hundreds of Chinese houses have been erected in the immediate 
neighbourhood, it consequently has become very necessary that the inhabitants 
of them should be afforded means of access to the water in the Creek, especially 
for sanitary and household purposes, at present on account of the high wood 
bunding the water is rendered unobtainable. 

I take the liberty of suggesting that a landing stage be made at the widest 
parts of the Creek, about midway between the Broadway and Seward Road 
bridges.

The dredging of the entrance to the Soochow Creek between the 
Police Hulk, and the Garden Bridge was commenced by the Chinese 
Authorities at the beginning of January 1880, and completed in about 
five months. Since then the mud has accumulated again very rapidly, 
and the depth of water is now much the same as it was before the 


dredging operations commenced.

The following correspondence refers, to the damage done to the 
garden by children romping over the flower beds. 


Suanonal, 3rd June, 1880, 


Sr,—I am requested by the Garden Committee to inform you that owing to 
the large amount of damage done to the Public Garden by the numerous children 
who now romp unrestrained over grass-plats, paths, and flower-beds alike, it has 
become necessary that some active steps should be taken to prevent the mischief. 

The Committee vainly hoped that it might have been left to the good taste of 
those having care of the children that they would see that their charges did no 
damage, but no amount of expostulation appears to have any effect, and the Com- 
mittee have to daily deplore the most wanton mischief which under present regula- 
tions it appears impossible to stop. Trees ruthlessly stripped off their leaves or 
bark, rosebushes broken off and destroyed, and newly-planted beds trampled on, 
while remonstrance is often met by the chaste replies which angry amahs are prone 
to indulge in. 

Under the circumstances, the Committee see no alternative but to restrict the 
children to that part of the garden where they can do least damage, but would be 
glad to have the approval of the Council to the subjoined notice which it is proposed 
to affix to the Garden gates and otherwise make public. 

It does not appear just to the general public that the flowers which they pay 
for and take delight in should be sacrificed in order that the children may make a 
bear-garden of a spot which, rightly used, might be a’ pleasure to all. 

The Committee trust that the Council will approve of the notice, and give 
instructions to both foreign and native police to see that the regulationsare not 
infringed.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE 
SHANGHAI PUBLIC GARDEN. 


Suanouat, 3rd January, 1881. 


To the Municipal Council for the 
Settlement North of the Yang-King-Pang. 


GentLEMEeN,—The Committee have again to report that the 
Public Garden is in a satisfactory condition and the plant in a fair 
state of repair. 

No new works of importance have been carried out during the 
past year, but some minor improvements have been made, and the 
Committee are at present making some alterations which will break 
the present monotony, and apparently add to the size of the Garden. 

The Committee have to acknowledge with thanks many presents 
of plants and cuttings as well as a quantity of Ichang stone for the 
ferneries. 

The foreshore from the point to the Garden Bridge is rapidly 
filling up and it appears inevitable that the accumulation will proceed 
in that direction. It would be a great addition to the land at present 
under our care if this bank could be filled in and added to the garden. 
The bank is now exposed to view for many hours during the day and 
detracts considerably from the beauty of the garden. As it would 
probably take some years for nature unassisted to raise it to high water 
mark, the Committee would request the early attention of the Council, 
and suggest that steps should be taken either for its removal, or for 
raising it and including it in the Public Garden. 
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The Glass houses have been of great assistance, and in addition to 
the preservation of specimens from more temperate regions, the Com- 
mittee are now enabled to make a show at seasons when the inclemency 
of the weather precludes the usual display in the open, 

It is hoped that the spring show of flowering bulbs will exceed 
that of former years, as the stock is increased by propagation, and in 
the absence of losses by stress of weather, will probably continue to 
replenish itself without aid from outside sources. 

: The Committee have also given their attention to the trees on the 

Bund, and hope that the steps they have taken will produce an impro- 
vement in that quarter, but it will be a year or two before any marked 
signs of success are evident. 

The Council will oblige by providing for the maintenance of the 
garden the same amount as was granted last year. The accompanying 
statement of expenditure for 1880 showing that the requirements of 
the garden have not been over estimated. 

The present Committee are Messrs. Rothwell, Welch, Peters, 
Tapp, and Corner who are willing to continue in that capacity.

Soldiers and Sailors’ Cemetery.—The end wall of this Cemetery 
having fallen down, the Council arranged to have it rebuilt and to 
have the whole wall repaired. 

Seamen's Church Pootung.—At the request of Dean Butcher who 
was leaving Shanghai the Council agreed to take charge of the Chapel 
during his absence, and in the meantime it has been repaired at a cost 
of Tis, 150. 
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SURVEYOR'S REPORT. 


Suananat, January 4st, 1881. 
To rz WORKS’ COMMITTEE, 


GrnTLEMEN,—I beg to hand you the annual report of the pro- 
ceedings of this department during the past year. 

Bripers.—An iron railing has been fixed on each side of the 
Broadway bridge, Hongkew Creek, and the iron railing to Garden 
bridge altered to improve the approaches. The bridges over the 
Defence, Hongkew, Soochow and Yang-king-pang Creeks have been 
repaired and re-painted. 

A new iron bridge is being constructed for the Yang-king-pang, 
at the end of Chekiang Road. 

Burtprnas.—The native constables’ latrine Central Police Station, 
has been removed to back of Blacksmith’s shop, and the foreign latrine 
changed. Alterations have been made to the Municipal stables to 
accommodate six ponies for the Artillery Corps. ‘The roofs of the 
different Council buildings have been relaid; and small repairs made 
as required. 

Bunpines.—A wooden bunding-has been made to the Hongkew 
Creek, near the Whangpoo River. The bunding opposite the Club 
Chambers, and at Fearon Road, north of Broadway have been repaired. 
Minor repairs have been made to all the bundings and iron railings, 

Crmerertzs.—The Church, mortuary, inquest room, jetty, &c., 
Pootung Cemetery; Chapel and boundary wall of Old Cemetery (Shan- 
tung Road); and walls &c., Soldiers’ Cemetery have been repaired. 

The Cathedral Compound, the New, Pootung, Shantung Road, 
and Soldiers’ Cemetery have been kept in good order; and the tombs, 
coping stones &e., in the New Cemetery straightened. 

The following statement shows the burials in the New and Poo- 
tung Cemeteries from Ist January to 81st December, 1880; as com- 
pared with previous years :—

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Fire-wetts.—The fire-box at the end of the Woosung Road has 
been cleaned. The various fire-wells have been periodically examined 
and the depth of water ascertained. 


Forrsnore.—The foreshore in front of the Yangtsze Road, be- 
tween Pekin Road and Yang-king-pang has been filled in with mud and 
turfed, the bottom of the slope protected from the tides by large granite 
chips; and a chain fence erected along the grass plats to keep off coolies. 


Lamps.—Two new lamps have been erected in the Nankin Road, 
between Hoopeh and Kwangse Roads; and also on the Yangtsze Road, 
one near the Nankin Road, and the other at the Margary Memorial. 
A lamp pillar has been placed on the pontoon in front of Messrs. H. 
Fogg & Co.’s buildings, and another at corner of North Yangtsze and 
Fearon Roads; three pillars and a bracket on the Fearon Road between 
North Yangtsze and Seward Roads. 

The pillars, brackets, &c., have been painted, also the street names 
on the lamps at the corners of the roads, in the English and Hongkew 
Settlements, 


Lanpina AccommopaTion.—Two new iron pontoons have been 
fixed, at the end of the Hankow and Nankin Road jetties in place of 
old wooden ones. A landing stage has been made in the Hongkew 
Creek, between Broadway and Seward Road, and stanchions with ropes 
have been fixed to all the wooden pontoons. 

The wooden pontoon in front of the Club Chambers having been 
handed to your care has been caulked, repaired, &c., and the stage 
altered to suit new line of foot-path. 

Repairs have been made to the various jetties &c., in both Settle- 
ments, 


Pusric GarpEen.—A portion of the boundary wall at the south 
corner ‘of the Nursery Garden has been set back, to allow of a gravel 
foot-path around the Margary Memorial. 

The band-house, gates, seats, and lamp pillars have been re- 
painted, and the paths, slope, &c., kept in order. 


Rirtz Burts.—A new mantlet has been made and the old one 
altered to admit of simultaneous firing at both targets. 

Repairs have been made to the marker’s house, iron targets and 
range where necessary.

Dratnacz.—A portion of the Honan Road drain near Pekin Road 
has been rebuilt. The brick drain in the Chekiang Road has been 
continued from Hankow to Kiukiang Road. 

A box drain has been made at the end of Yuen-fong Road; and 
the one in front of Astor House extended to low water line.

Revision or THE Lanp Reauagions. 


The annexed letters give full details of the proceedings to date of 
the Committee appointed to revise the Land Regulations and of their 
proposal to enlarge the boundaries of the Settlements. 


Report oF THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO REVISE 
tHE Lanp Reauations. 


Suanoual, 12th February, 1880.

Str,—Under the resolution passed by the Ratepayers at the 
special meeting of 12th November, 1879, Messrs. Hannen, Hart, 
How, Hiibbe, Kingsmill, Morrison, Myburgh, Wainewright, Wetmore, 
and myself were appointed by the Council as a Committee to revise 
the Land Regulations. Work was begun on 29th November, and the 
Committee have since then held weekly meetings at the Council 
Chamber, at which the proposed new regulations drafted in the 
intervals have been fully discussed. Mr. R. F. Thorburn has kindly 
acted as Secretary. 

The Committee are able to report that they have just completed 
the draft of a new code, which they believe will embody all necessary 
fundamental provisions, leaving details to be expressed in the By-laws. 
But as there are several important points not yet fully determined, and 
as the draft itself requires further critical revision, the Committee are 
not yet prepared to lay it before the Ratepayers, nor would there 
appear to be any advantage in doing so, until the proposed By-laws 
have also been framed. 

It seems, however, desirable to state at once the changes which 
the Committee are disposed to recommend in the qualifications of 
Voters and of Municipal Councillors, with a view to obtain some 
expression of public opinion before their final report is submitted. 
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According to a nominal return of Ratepayers, prepared for the 
Committee, the Body of Voters is at present constituted as follows :— 
Landrenters assessed at Tis. 500 and upwards, and who pay Tis.

The Committee think that it would be better to make the. 
Municipal Body consist of all subjects or citizens of Powers having 

treaties with China, who either own land assessed at Tis. 1,000 value, 

or who are householders paying on an annual rental or assessed rental 

of Tis. 300 or upwards. The combined qualification of taxes on land 

and houses at present admits only six persons to the Municipal Body 

and the Committee are of opinion that it should be abolished. 

The total value of assessed land on January Ist, 1879 was Tis. 
6,715,686, of which land valued at Tis. 4,431,020 was registered in 
the names of 195 absentees. If the right of voting by proxy at public 
meetings were limited to all absentees owing land assessed at Tis. 
8,500 or upwards, the present privilege would not be extended, and 
no absentee now qualified would be disfranchised. 

According to the same returns on which the preceding statement 
was based, the Municipal Body would, with the changes indicated, be

As regards Municipal Councillors, the Committee find that at 
present 30 resident landrenters, 75 liouseholders not owing land, and 
7 ratepayers qualified by taxes on both land and houses, or 112 persons 
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in all, are eligible. The Committee favour the abolition of the com- 
bined qualification, and they are also of opinion that any payment of 
a minimum fixed sum in annual taxes is objectionable as a qualification. 
They would therefore suggest that all persons be eligible who either 
own land assessed at Tis. 8,000 or upwards, or who are householders 
paying on rentals or assessed rentals of Tls. 800 or upwards. With 
these qualifications 42 landrenters and 115 householders, or 157 persons 
in all, would be eligible, thus increasing the number eligible in about 
the same proportion as the Municipal Body at large. 

The Committee have endeavoured to define the powers of the 
Municipal Body more clearly and succinctly than has been done in 
the present Regulations, though with more detail than the Revision 
Committee of 1875 thought necessary. Many of the present rules for 
the acquisition and registration of land appear out of place in a 
Municipal Code, and the Committee have not embodied such in the 
proposed Regulations. They think, however, that provision should be 
made for the compulsory surrender of land for public roads, as experi- 
ence has shown how important it is for the Municipality to have a 
reasonable power in this matter. Much time has already been spent 
in drafting an Article for this purpose, in such a way that due com- 
pensation may be secured for individual interests, and there may be no 
interference with the jurisdiction of the Authorities concerned. 

With the above and some few other exceptions, the Committee 
have sought rather to formulate the existing Municipal system than to 
propose any important changes. They will, with the approval of the 
Ratepayers, be glad to continue their work, and they trust that their 
report when submitted, may be considered at a public meeting called 
for the special purpose.

At the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers on 16th February, 1880, the 
following Resolution proposed by Mr. R. W. Little and seconded by 
Mr. R. H. Artindale was passed unanimously. 


Resolution IX.—That this meeting tenders its thanks to the Committee for 
the Revision of the Land Regulations, and while approving the letter of the 
Chairman of that Committee to the Council, requests the Committee to continue 
their labour, and to hand in their report with the revised Regnlations and By-Laws 
for consideration at a Special Meeting of Ratepayers to be called for that purpose, 
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BounpariEs or SETTLEMENTS. 


Suanouat, 21st February, 1880, 


Dear S1r,—The Committee appointed to revise the Land Regulations have 
deputed us to re-draft Art. I, which defines the boundaries of the Settlement. 

The instructions first given to us were, “to find out what exactly were the 
boundaries of the Settlement and to define them clearly.” 

On investigation it turned out that the matter was somewhat difficult. In the 
existing Land Regulations two pieces of land are described. Though there is no 
clear proof as to the exact boundaries agreed to by Captain Balfour, we are entitled 
to assume, from the assent, alike of Chinese and Foreigners, that the piece of land 
first described is that commonly called the English Settlement, bounded by the 
Soochow Creek, the Defence Creek, the Yang-king-pang, and the River. With 
regard to the second piece the boundaries given in the regulations are, as a matter 
of fact, those settled between Mr. Seward and Hwang, Intendant of Circuit, on © 
25th June, 1863, and subsequently accepted at a Meeting of Ratepayers held 
towards the close of that year, The northern boundary, although not defined in a 
very good manner, is yet defined in such a way that it is impossible to make any 
mistake about it, and as you are probably aware, the width of land between the 
Soochow Creek and the boundary, near the Hospital is only about 250 yards, 
After some time it appears to have been discovered that an improper boundary had 
been agreed to, and on the 2nd September, 1873, Mr, Seward, Mr. Purdon, Dr. 
Yates, and Mr, Clark, with two Chinese officials inspected the land in Hongkew, 
and a new boundary was fixed upon and a stone erected to mark it near the Rifle 
Butts. The Municipal Council appear to have exercised Municipal control out to 
this new boundary, but it has never received any official sanction, 

We are, therefore, in this position. 

The boundaries of Hongkew, as officially sanctioned, are so intrinsically bad 
that we cannot think of asking that they should bo confirmed, The new boundaries 
settled in 1873 are no doubt much better, and had they ever been officially sanc- 
tioned we might have considered it politic to adhere to them, but seeing that they 
have never been agreed to by the Chinese, and that in asking for them to be 
confirmed we are practically asking for new boundaries, we have had the question 
forcibly brought before us whether we might not ask for somethirig better still. 

At Yang-tze-poo, the Settlement according to the official boundaries, is a mile 
in depth measured from the river. It is clear that this amount of land will not be 
required for many years, while it is absolutely essential that we should have land _ 
in the neighbourhood of the Rifle Butts, and it is, moreover, a question whether 
we might not ask for a certain amount along the Bubbling Well Road. We have 
reason to believe that the Chinese local authorities would favour the surrender of a 
certain portion in that neighbourhood. 

We feel, however, that such a proposal though perhaps not beyond onr powers, 
is certainly going further than the Council or the Ratepayers expected we would 
do, and the Committee think it would be wise before proceeding with the matter to 
ask you if the Council would look with favour on a scheme for extending the 
boundaries of the Settlement in the direction of the Bubbling Well-and also out 
to, and a trifle beyond the Rifle Butts, giving up, if necessary, a certain portion 
near Yang-tze-poo in exchange.

The Council agrees with you that the Ratepayers will suffer no damage for 
many years at any rate, by giving up some of the land at the East end of Hongkew; 
but is of opinion that it isa matter which can only be decided on by the United 
States Consul-General.

Warer Works. 


In January 1880 certain members of the community proposed to 
establish a Joint Stock Company for the purpose of supplying the 
settlements with pure filtered water, and the following is their corres- 
pondence with the Council on the subject.

Srr,—The question of the Water Supply of Shanghai, has on more than one 
occasion been brought to the notice of the Ratepayers, who have expressed their 
opinion that any scheme which would provide the Settlement with an abundant and 
constant supply of pure water, could not fail to be of the greatest benefit to the 
Community. 

At the Meeting of Ratepayers held on the 18th May, 1875, the subject of 
Public Water-works for Shanghai was fully discussed ; it was considered most 
desirable that some scheme for supplying the Settlement with water should be 
carried out, but diversity of opinion existed as to whether the necessary works 
should be undertaken by the Council or by a public Company. It was then decided 
that the Council should at any rate take the initiative in the matter, by obtaining 
tenders from responsible firms for carrying out the proposed Works, and that the 
same should be submitted in due course to the Ratepayers for their consideration, 

It was not, however, until the meeting of 12th March, 1878, that the tender 
sent in by Messrs, Laidlaw and Sons, of Glasgow, was placed before the Community, 
when a resolution was passed by the Ratepayers, to the effect that the Council 
should not be empowered to accept the tender submitted. 

The matter having been thus virtually taken out of the hands of the Council, 
and nothing further having apparently been done towards carrying out a work so 
obviously beneficial to the Community, we have acted upon the assumption that 
the field was open to private enterprise, and accordingly have, in conjunction with 
several gentlemen resident in England, interested in property in Shanghai, or con~ 
nected by trade with the Port, taken steps towards the formation of a Joint Stock 
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Company for the purpose of constructing a complete system of Water Works for 
Shanghai, and we have now to request you to bring our scheme before the Rate- 
payers for discussion at the approaching Annual Meeting, with a view to our 
obtaining from them such powers and privileges as may be requisite to enable us to 
earry ont our project. 

‘The following are the chief features of our scheme. A proportion of the 
capital of the proposed Company will be offered for subscription in Shanghai, and 
the balance in London, to those interested in, or connected with the port. The 
works are to be of the most approved modern design and construction, and of a 
capacity tomeet future as wellaspresentrequirements, The plansof the proposed 
works are already prepared. 

The water will be taken from the Whangpoo River at a point considerably 
below the Settlements and Shipping. The ‘water supplied will be thoroughly 
filtered. Mains and service pipes will be laid down in all streets when demand 
exists. Hydrants for the purpose of extinguishing fires, and for the sanitary and 
other public requirements, will be placed in suitable positions throughout the 
Settlement. 

The water will be supplied under what is known at the Constant Service 
‘System, and under such pressure as will admit of consumers having it laid on in all 
rooms in their houses; the public and private Hydrants and Fire Plugs will be 
available for extinguishing fires, in case of need, at any hour of the day or night. 

Proyision will be made for an ample supply of water for all Municipal and 
Public purposes. It is proposed, as part of the constitution of the Company, to 
give tothe Municipality the right to purchase the Company’s works, or to lease 
the water supply, on equitable terms to be mutually agreed upon. 

‘We may mention that our project has been most favorably mentioned by those 
in England, to whom it has been submitted, and that the gentlemen acting as a 
London Committee, in conjunction with which we have been working, are, Messrs, 
Edward J. Duncanson, E, Iveson, Alfred Dent, and David McLean. 

We venture to hope that our scheme as indicated above will receive the 
approval and support of your Council, and that you may feel justified in recom- 
mending the Ratepayers to grant us the facilities we shall require for laying mains, 
pipes, &c., to enable us to complete the formation of the proposed Company, and 
commence active operations with as little delay as possible. 

In conclusion we have only to say that we shall be most happy to afford the 
Council any further information that they may desire regarding the proposed 
works.

At the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers Mr. A, McLeod pro- 
posed 


“That in the event of the proposed Shanghai Water Works Company being 
formed, and subject to provision being made to secure to the Municipality the right 
to purchase the Company’s Works, or to lease the water supply, the Council be and 
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is hereby authorised to grant to the Company permission to open the roads within 
the limits of the Settlements for the purpose of laying mains and pipes, and to give 
such other facilities as may be found necessary for the construction ot the Com- 
pany’s works, 


but the following amendment proposed by Mr. W. White, and seconded 
by Mr. G. J. Morrison was carried. 


Resolution XI.—That- the scheme of the proposed Waterworks Company be 
referred to the Council for examination, That the Council be instructed also to 
examine any other scheme that may be proposed to them, and to consider tho 
propriety of executing the proposed works by the Municipality directly, and to 
report to a special meeting of Ratepayers to be called for that purpose within four 
months from date, 


In compliance with the terms of this resolution a Special Meeting 
of Ratepayers was held on 16th June when the Council were authorized 
to grant the desired concession to the proposed Water Works Company 
on certain conditions which were subsequently embodied in the 
annexed formal agreement. 


AN AGREEMENT made the thirty-first day of August One thousand eight 
hundred and eighty netween The Council for the Foreign Community of 
Shanghai (who with their successors are hereinafter referred to as “the Council”) 
of the one part and Alexander McLeod, Henry Riches Hearn, Robert Mackenzie 
and John Melancthon Ringer all of Shanghai Merchants (who are hereinafter 
referred to as “the Provisional Committee”) of the other part wHmrzas the 
Provisional Committee propose to establish and incorporate under the English 
“Companies Acts 1862 to 1880” a Company by the name of the “Shanghai 
Water-works Company Limited” (hereinafter referred to as “the Company”) 
Anp wuerzas the objects of the Company include the supply of filtered water 
to the Foreign Settlements shipping and native city at Shanghai An» wHEREAS 
the nominal Capital of the Company is to be One hundred thousand pounds 
divided into shares of Twenty pounds each Anp wHereas at a Meeting of the 
Ratepayers of the Foreign Settlements of Shanghai North of the Yang-king-pang 
Creek duly convened and held on the sixteenth day of June One thousand eight . 
hundred and eighty the Council were empowered to grant to the Company per- 
mission to open the roads within the limits of the said Settlements for the 
purpose of laying mains and pipes and to give such other facilities as might be 
found necessary for the construction of the Company’s works on certain conditions 
which are hereinafter set forth now it is hereby agreed as follows :— 

1. Tue Provisional Committee shall use their best endeavours to establish 
the Company and cause it to’ be incorporated on or before the thirty-first day of 
March One thousand eight hundred and eighty-one. 

2. Tae Company shall before the thirtieth day of June One thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-one execute and deliver to the Council a Deed of Covenants 
under which the Company shall be bound to carry out this agreement and shall 
undertake all the obligations hereunder of the Provisional Committee except 
those in respect of the establishing and incorporating the Company and the 

' execution and delivery to the Council of such Deed. 
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3. Ir the Company is established and enters into the Deed aforesaid within 
the respective times beforementioned then the Council shall from time to time 
grant to the Company permission and power to open the roads and other public 
lands within the said Settlements North of the Yang-king-pang Creek (herein- 
after referred to as “the said Northern Settlements”) or otherwise under the 
control of the Council for the purposes of laying mains and pipes and construc- 
ting other works necessary for the Company's undertaking and repairing altering 
and extending such mains pipes and works respectively Provinzp aways that 
such permission as aforesaid shall be given subject to such reasonable restrictions 
and conditions as to the dates when such roads and lands as aforesaid may be 
opened and as to the periods during which they may remain open as may be 
necessary for the reasonable protection and convenience of the inhabitants of 
the said Northern Settlements and that each such road and piece of land so 
opened shall as speedily and as far as practicable be restored by the Company 
at its own expense to the same state and condition as the same was in previous 
to such opening. 

4, Tun Company shall (unless delayed by strikes of workmen tempests 
earthquakes loss or detention of ships or other unavoidable cause in which case 
the Company shall be entitled to a reasonable extra time ) before the thirtieth 
day of September One thousand eight hundred and eighty-one conimence to 
construct and shall diligently proceed with first class materials in peta 
and workmanlike manner and in substantial accordance with thé plans and 
particulars signed by the Chairman of the Provisional Committee and the Chair- 
man of the Council to construct works for the supply of filtered water to (inter 
alia) the said Northern Settlements and shall (unless delayed as aforesaid ) 
complete the said works and commence to supply water as stipulated by this 
Agreement before the thirty-first day of March One thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-three and shall so long as such works remain the property of the 
Company maintain the same in efficient working order. 

5. Tur Company shall from the date of the completion of the works provide 
and deliver (except during times when they shall be prevented by unavoidable 
cause ) both night and day a constant and effective supply of pure water for 
Municipal purposes at all the hydrants to be provided for such purposes and to 
every person within the said Northern Settlements and in the other Districts 
in which the roads or lands under the control of the Council shall be opened 
and mains or pipes laid who shall require and shall pay for the same and who 
complies with the reasonable regulations of the Company such water to be sup- 
plied at a pressure when it leaves the Company's water-tower’ equal to a ‘head 
of water of from Bighty-five to One hundred feet. 

6. Tux charges to be made by the Company for the supply of water for 
ordinary domestic purposes to consumers other than Chinese and persons 
inhabiting Chinese built houses in the said Northern Settlements shall as far as 
practicable and in the absence of Agreement to the contrary be based upon a 
Schedule of the so called “ Foreign Houses” in the said Northern Settlements 
having an estimated charge set opposite to each such house ) which has been 
signed by the Chairman of the Council and by the said Alexander McLeod and 
has been deposited with the Council Provivep atwars that in no case in the 
absence of agreement to the contrary shall the charge for such supply to any 
such consumer as aforesaid exceed five per cent of the rental value of the dwell- 
ing house oceupied by such consumer as at present assessed for Municipal 


purposes. 
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7. Is case of any deficiency in the supply of water through failure of ma- 
chinery or otherwise the Foreign Settlements (including the French Concession) 
shall be supplied (pro rata as between themselves) so far as the supply can be 
procured before any water is supplied to any other District or to shipping or is 
otherwise used. 

8. In case at the close of any financial year after the expiration of five years 
from the date of the opening of the Company’s said works there shall in respect 
of the supply of the said Northern Settlements during such year be a net profit 
available for dividend of more than eight per cent upon so much of the Capital 
of the Company as shall have been expended for the supply of such last men- 
tioned Settlements and if the dividends upon such portion of the said Capital 
since the opening of the said works shall have averaged eight per centum per 
annum then and in every such case the Company shall divide among its cus- 
tomers in the said Northern Settlements during such year in proportion to the 
amounts of their several payments the surplus of such net profit which shall 
remain after paying a dividend of eight per cent upon such portion of the said 
Capital as aforesaid in respect of such year. 

9. Tue Council shall be entitled at any time after the expiration of five 
years from the completion of the Company's works and after giting not less than 
one year’s,motice in writing of their intention so to do to enter into a contract 
with the Gampany for the taking over by the Council for a term of years not 
less than five of the whole of the water necessary for the supply of the said 
Northern Settlements and the other districts traversed by roads under the 
control of the Council not exceeding Two and one half million gallons"per diem 
at a rent or price suflicient after deducting the working expenses and disbur- 
sements applicable to such supply for the payment of a dividend of eight per 
centum per annum upon so much of the Capital of the Company (not exceeding 
the sum of Eighty thousand pounds or such other sum as the Council may here- 
after agree to fix in this behalf) as shall have been expended for the supply of 
thesaid Northern Settlements and the Council shall in the event of their exercising 
such right also pay to the Company any sum of money which may be required 
to make up an average annual dividend since the completion of the said works 
of eight per centum upon such portion of the said Capital as aforesaid such sum 
to be paid in as many equal annual instalments as there shall have been years 
in which such dividend shall have fallen short of eight per cent. 

10. Tue contract mentioned in the last preceeding clause shall bind the 
Council not to supply water to any ship or vessel whatsoever or to any person 
other than persons resident within the limits under the control of the Council or 
upon or near the roads outside the said Northern Settlements under the control 
of the Council. 

11. Tue Council shall be entitled at any time after the expiration of ten 
years from the day hereby fixed for the completion of the Company’s said works 
or from the day of the actual completion thereof if they shall be completed 
before the day fixed in that behalf and after giving not less than one year's 
notice in writing of theit intention so to do to purchase the Company's business 
and all the lands buildings plant machinery and effects belonging to the Com- 
pany upon paying for the same such sum as may be agreed upon or as shall in 
defaulg of Agreement be determined by arbitration Provinep auways that 
under no circumstances shall the Company be compelled to sell the said lands 
buildings machinery and effects at less than cost price less the balance at the 
credit of the Depreciation or Sinking Fund Account at the time of purchase. 
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12. No contracts or agreements entered into by the Company for the 
supply of water to any person or persons in the said Northern Settlements or 
at or near the said outside roads other than the Council shall be binding on the 
Council and a clause shall be inserted in all contracts to be made by the Com- 
pany for the supply of water to such person or persons as aforesaid that such 
contracts may be determined by the Council on the Council taking over the 
water supply or purchasing the works. 

13. Aut books accounts invoices and vouchers of the Company whether in 
Shanghai or elsewhere and which relate to the works for and the supply of the 
said Northern Settlements shall at all reasonable times and all the books 
accounts invoices vouchers whatsoever of the Company shall from the time the 
Council shall give notice to purchase the Company's business be open to the 
inspection of any person or persons (not exceeding three ) who shall from time 
to time be nominated by the Council for that purpose. 

14, Burore the accounts of expenses of erection of the works and of the 
business and transactions of the Company in Shanghai are sent to England 
duplicates thereof shall be made and these shall be kept at the Company's Office 
in Shanghai and true copies of all other accounts of the Company shall be 
transmitted half yearly to and kept in the said office and the Council shall at 

» all times be afforded every facility for examining the correctness of such of the 
said duplicates and copies as relate to the works for and to the supply of the 
said Northern Settlements and of all such duplicates and copies from the time 
of giving notice to purchase. 

15. As between the Company and the Council all the accounts of the Com- 
pany which relate to the works for and the supply of the said Northern Settle- 
ments shall be audited half yearly in Shanghai by two auditors one (who need 
not be a regular auditor of the Company ) to be nominated by the Company and 
the other by the Council. 

16, Axx accounts passed by such auditors shall as between the Company 
and the Council be considered as finally settled and if the auditors differ on any 
question the same shall be settled by arbitration as a difference between the 
Company and the Council. 

17. In case the Company ( unless delayed as aforesaid and subject in case 
of delay to such reasonable allowance of extra time as aforesaid) shall fail to 
construct and complete the works within the time hereinbefore fixed in that 
behalf and so that they shall be capable of providing the water supply specified 
in this Agreement the Company shall pay to the Council the sum of Five thou- 
sand pounds as and by way of liquidated damages. 

18. Ln case the Company (unless delayed as aforesaid and subject in case 
of delay to such reasonable allowance of extra time as aforesaid ) shall fail to 
construct and supply any part in detail of the said works at the time when 
according to the progress of the works such part ought to be constructed or 
supplied and in every respect in accordance with this Agreement The Company 
shall pay to the Council as liquidated damages for such failure such a sum as 
may be fixed by arbitration as the amount of the expense of constructing or 

ssupplying any such part of the works as may be so left unconstructed or un- 
supplied or of re-constructing or re-supplying any such part of the works as 
may be constructed or supplied otherwise than in accordance with this Qgree- 
ment and such damages shall be recoverable from time to time during the 
progress of the works one month after notice shall be given of default under this 
clause. 
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19. In case the Company shall after the completion of the works make 
default in supplying water as specified in this Agreement (except during times 
when they may be prevented from doing so by unavoidable cause ) the Company 
shall pay to the Council by way of penalty a sum not exceeding Twenty-five 
pounds to be fixed by arbitration for every day of such default and if any such 
default shall materially interfere with the supply of water for Municipal purposes 
the Council shall not be bound to pay for water used for such purposes during 
the continuance of such default. ‘ 

20. Ir the operations of the Company shall at any time substantially’ fail 
the Council may stop or take up all or any of the mains or pipes of the Com-

oe 21. Avy difference dispute doubt or question which shall arise between 
the parties hereto touching the construction meaning or effect of these presents 
or any clause or thing herein contained or the rights or liabilities of the said 
parties under these presents or otherwise howsoever in relation to the premises 
(including the price to be paid for the Company's property under clause eleven 
hereof or the fixing of any penalty to be paid to the Council ) shall be referred 
to the arbitration in Shanghai of two indifferent persons one to be appointed by 
each party or an Umpire to be appointed by the arbitrators in writing before 
commencing the business of the Reference and the decision or award of the said 
Arbitrators or Umpire shall be final and binding on both the said parties hereto 
and no action or legal proceeding shall be commenced or prosecuted by either 
of the said parties against the other of them touching any such dispute doubt 
or question as aforesaid And these presents shall be deemed to be a submission 
to arbitration within the English “Common Law Procedure Act 1854” or any 
Statutory modification or re-enactment thereof for the time being in foree And 
that all notices relating to arbitration may be served upon the Company by 
being left at the Company's Office in Shanghai. 

22. Ir the Company shall not be incorporated on or before the thirty-first 
day of March next and shall not execute and deliver to the Council the Deed 
of Covenants hereinbefore mentioned before the thirtieth day of June One 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-one it shall be lawful for either of the said 
parties hereto by notice in writing to the other to rescind this Agreement and 
in case it shall be so rescinded neither of the said parties hereto shall have any 
claim against the other for compensation or expenses or otherwise in relation 
hereto. IN WITNESS whereof the said parties to these presents have here- 
unto set their hands and seals the day and year first above written.

Srm,—I am directed to inform you that the Municipal Council are prepared to 
enter into an agreement with the Water Works Company by which they will bind 
themselves to pay to the said Company the sum of eight thousand taels (‘Tls, 8,000) 
per annum, commencing from the date when the works of the Company ara 
completed, provided that the Water Works Company will undertake to supply the 
Council for a period of five years with all the water required by them for watering 
roads and streets, extinguishing fires, flushing drains, public drinking fountains, 
Police Stations, Municipal Offices, and for all or any other Municipal purposes. 

In the event of the Water Works Company agreeing to this arrangement, the 
agreement signed by the members of the Council will be- exchanged for the 
duplicate signed by the Provisional Committee, as soon as Schedule of Foreign 
Houses, with particulars as required by Clanse 6 of the said agreement signed by 
yourself and Mr, Little is deposited with me, and the plans of the works are signed 
as previously arranged.

8,000) Shanghai Sycee, 
per annum for the supply of Water required for the Municipal purposes, and that 
on the Company accepting this proposal and handing the Council the Schedule 
of charges for Foreign Houses, the agreement signed by the Council will be 
exchanged for the copy I hold, signed by members of our Committee.

Memorial on 13th June when it was formally handed over to the 
Municipal Council for safe guardianship. 


UNVEILING oF THE Maraary MrmoriAt. 


The memorial subscribed for by foreign residents in China, and erected at the 
junction of the Soochow Road and the Bund, to the memory of Augustus Raymond 
Margary, of H. M.’s Consular service, who was murdered by Chinese near 
Manwyne, in Yiinnan, in February, 1875, while on a journey from Burmah through 
China, was unyeiled on Thursday by the Honourable T. G. Grosvenor, Secretary 
of H. M.’s Legation, Peking, in the presence of a large concourse of ladies and 
gentlemen, Round the base of the memorial a platform had been erected, which 
was covered with scarlet cloth ; and chairs were placed in the back-ground for 
those who preferred to sit during the ceremony, while the memorial was tastefully 
draped with British ensigns. The various Consuls were invited to assemble at 
the residence of Mr. C. F, R. Allen, H. M.’s Officiating Consul, thence, accom- 
panied by the Hon, Mr, and Mrs. Grosvenor and other prominent residents, they | 
proceeded to the memorial, where they were received by the Committee, which 
consisted of the Very Rev, Dean Butcher, Dr. Henderson, Messrs. R. W. Carles, 
R, E. Wainewright, R. W. Little, and W. H. Tapp, the Honorary Secretary. Mr, 
Allen formally introduced the Hon. Mr. Grosvenor to the Committee, and Mr, 
Tapp presented Mrs. Grosvenor with a bouquet ; several of the other ladies and 
gentlemen present had also bouquets and wreaths of flowers to place on the 
memorial after the ceremony of unveiling was over. The members of the Com- 
mittee took up positions on the raised platform, with the Hon. T. G, Grosvenor in 
front, and the ceremony was commenced by

follows :—Sir,—The members of the Margary Memorial Committee have done moe 
the honour to request me to act as their representative and spokesman on this occa- 
sion, Under ordinary circumstances it would be my duty to ask you in the fewest 
words to disclose this structure to public view. but as the foreign community in 
Shanghai changes rapidly aud often—in proof of which I may say that of the 136 
gentlemen who subscribed to the original fund only 49 are now here—taking this 
fact into consideration, I say, it may be well for the information of those who have 
arrived recently to explain briefly what we were entrusted to do and what we are 
now doing. It is now more than five years since the news of Mr. Margary’s death 
reached us. Immediately on the receipt of the sad intelligence, those who had 
known him expressed a desire that a public monument should be erected to hig 
memory. There was some doubt, as there always is on such occasions, as to the 
character of the monument. A Committee was appointed, various proposals were 
sent in, animated discussions took place. The deliberations extended over a con- 
siderable time, for the first meeting was held in December, 1875; the last in 
August, 1877. At length the decision was arrived at, which has the result we are 
gathered here tosee. The task of the Committee is done, and I think all will 
agree that their labours could not have ended at a more fortunate moment than 
when, yon, Sir, are passing through the Settlement. No one laboured more zeal- 
ously than you did that the special work of Mr. Margary’s life and the unforeseen 
cireumstances of his death should alike conduce to the ultimate assurance of 
beneficent results to Great Britain and to China. It seems, then, specially appro- 
priate that the name of Grosvenor should appear on the last leaf of that chapter of 
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history which narrates the fate of Angustus Raymond Margary, as it is so pro- 
minently and so honourably inscribed on its earlier pages. As the representative 
of the Committee, I ask you to unveil the memorial, and hand you the inscription 
which it is proposed to engrave on its base. 

The Honourable Mr. Grosvenor, C.B., then stepped forward and said— 
Before I proceed to the task which you have kindly entrusted to my hands, I mast 
crave your kind attention for a few minutes, while I endeavour to put before you a 
brief sketch of the public life of our lamented friend. Augustus Raymond 
Margary entered the Consular service in 1867 and went to Peking. His frank and 
manly bearing and his gentle manner very soon won for him the esteem and affec- 
tion of all those with whom he came in contact. He remained in Peking until 
1870. He then went to Formosa. There an event occurred, destined to show how 
great was his personal courage, and how great his devotion to duty in the highest 
sense in which he understood that word. The event I allude to was a typhoon that 
raged in the harbour of Kelung on the 9th August, 1871, Mr. Margary and Mr, 
Dodd, a British merchant resident there, during the highest of this storm, rescued 
the lives of forty-two seamen from drowning. One incident in this rescue deserves 
special notice. Mr. Margary and Mr, Dodd, already spent with much exertion, 
swam from a sinking ship to the shore, supporting between them a poor sailor who 
had broken one of his legs, and who, without their assistance must inevitably have 
perished. That these two gallant men lived to tell the tale has always been a 
marvel to those who know the details of the whole history. Mr, Margary returned 
to England in 1872, and returned to China in the following year. He served in 
that year at the Consulate at Chefoo, and here also amongst you. In August, 
1874, Mr. Margary was selected, on account of his many good qualities, to join in 
Burmah an expedition under Colonel Browne, coming from India to China, He 
set out all alone, and in the face of danger, difficulty and grievous bodily ill-health, 
he accomplished the arduous task of travelling overland from one end of China to 
the other. His friend and colleague, Mr. Allen, who was under the order of 
Colonel Browne, and is present here to-day, can tell you of the enthusiasm which 
this deed created in the minds of all those who were there when he arrived in 
Burmah, He succeeded gloriously. (Applause.) Alas! how few of us could tell 
that ina few days murderous hands would deprive us of a kind friend and our 
country of a valued servant! But his name will live, though. Wherever honesty 
of purpose, courage in action, and daring self-sacrifice are held up as virtues, there 
will the name of Augustus Raymond Margary be held up as a brilliant example of 
those virtues. (Loud applause.) I hold in my hand the text of the inscription 
which it is proposed to place upon this monument, and, with your permission, I will 
read it to you. He then read as follows :-— 


In Memory of 
Aveustvs Rarmonp Maroary, 
of Her Majesty’s Consular Service in China, 
Already awarded the 
Albert and Royal Humane Society’s Medals 
for his conspicuous gallantry in 
saving the crews of three vessels wrecked 
during a typhoon at Kelung, in Formosa ; 
he was chosen in 1874, by Her Majesty’s 
Minister, to cross China alone, 
to meet and guide an Expedition, 
having for its object the opening of a Trade 
. Route between that country and Burmah, 
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After safely accomplishing this journey, 
he was murdered on his return, 
near Manwyne, in Yiinnan, 
on the 2ist February, 1875. 
Aged 28. 

This Monument is erected by 
foreign residents in China as a token of 
their esteem for the friend whom 
they have lost, and of 
their appreciation of the services which 
he rendered, 


The Hon. gentleman than said—I now proceed to declare this monument 
unveiled, and, acting in the name of the Committee of management (addressing 
Mr. R. W. Little), I hand it over to you as the Chairman of the Municipal Council 
of Shanghai for safe guardianship. 

Mr. R. W. Lirrxx, in accepting the memorial on behalf of the Municipality, 
saip—Mr. Grosvenor, on behalf of this community, I have very great pleasure in 
receiving from your hands and from the Committee this memorial. I hope that as 
long as there are foreigners living here, it will be guarded in remembrance of one 
who was a personal friend of many of us, who, when he was ordered, went cheer- 
fully with his life in his hand on a work for the benefit of all of us, and who, I 
may say, was another proof that 

Not once nor twice, in our rongh island story, 
The path of duty was the path of glory. 
—(Prolonged applause.) 

Several wreaths of flowers and bonquets were then placed round the base of 
the memorial, and the Company soon afterwards dispersed. 

The memorial is a neat and graceful structure thirty-seven feet high. It is 
after the Gothic style, from designs by Mr. J. M. Cory, architect, of Shanghai, 
while the carving has been executed by Messrs, Farmer and Brindley, of London, 
It is not yet altogether completed. When it is, stone steps will surround the base. 
which is built of Ningpo green stone, and from which rises a column and four 
shafts with trefoil arches and ornamental tablets, each containing a shield, on 
which it is intended to place the Margary arms and those of the Municipality. At 
the base, between the shafts, are the figures of four lions, while the whole is 
surmounted by a spire and wrought iron cross, The inscription read by the Hon, 
Mr. Grosvenor will be placed on the front of the base on a bronze plate, and we 
understand that either at the sides or at the back will be inscribed the following 
texts of scripture, at the special request of Mrs. Margary :— 

Jesus said, “Iam the Resurrection and the Life; he that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he live.”—John x1, 25. 

«Now men see not the bright light which is in the clouds.”"—Job xxxvu, 21, 


Monument To THE Ever Victorious Army. 


In reply to the following letter, Colonel Gordon was informed that 
the Council had no objections to the work being done.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE COMMISSION 


For the year 1880. 


The Fire Commission beg to submit the following report of the 
proceedings of the Fire Department during the year just completed :— 


OFrrIcERs.

Mr. J. H. Vail, First District hiner, has been absent from 
Shanghai during the while year, and it is now understood that he will 
not return. 

The Fire Commission have to regret the death in August last of 
Mr. Charrier, Third District Engineer and a valued officer of the Fire 
Department for many years. Upon his decease Mr. Baconnier was 
nominated temporarily to fill the vacant position until the General 
Election of officers in December, but the Commission have also to 
deplore his death a short time afterwards. 


Fires. 


A list of the fires which have occurred during the year, is appended. 

The Community are again indebted to the officers and men of the 
various Men-of-war in port during the year, for much valuable assist- 
ance at fires. 


ComPaniEs. 


In consequence of the resignation of some of the Members, No. 2 
Company ceased to exist for atime at commencement of year, there not 
being a sufficient number to form a quorum and work the affairs of 
the Company constitutionally. It was however without loss of time 
re-organized and is now highly efficient. 
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Fire WELLs. 


Considering the comparatively short time that would elapse before 
the Shanghai Waterworks Company had their mains laid in the 
streets of the settlements and an ample supply of water available for 
all purposes at all times, the Fire Commission did not utilize the 
appropriation of Tls. 1,000 for a Fire Well made by the Ratepayers in 
the Municipal Budget for 1880, nor for same reason have they asked 
the Municipal Council to make any such provision for 1881. 


Prant. 


The Estimates for 1880 contained no provision for plant. 

The Hongkew Fire Bell having cracked while ringing the alarm 
_of fire in April last, it was replaced by one purchased from the 
Church Trustees. This, however, was found to be practically useless, 
and the Chief Engineer having been offered a new alarm bell in America 
weighing 6,150lbs. with the most improved style of hanging and 
striking gear, which originally cost $5,000, for the sum of $1,500, 
and the opportunity for securing a really splendid bell at less than a 
third of its prime value being one that might never occur again, the 
Fire Commission applied to the Council for an additional grant of 
$1,500 in order to allow ofits purchase, and for Tis. 1,500 for new 
hose which the Department still required. This application was 
favourably entertained and the new Fire Bell®and Hose are now on 
their way out in the “ Fleurs Castle” and their cost will appear in 
the accounts for 1881. 

The Fire Commission purpose hanging the new alarm bell on its 
arrival at the Central Station, and replacing the Hongkew one by the 
present Central Station bell. 


Sream Fire Launcn. 


The Ratepayers will recollect that the Steam Fire Launch was 
handed over to the Fire Commission by the China Merchants Co., at 
close of last year. Shortly afterwards permission was obtained from 
the Customs and Harbour Authorities to moor her alongside the River 
Police Hulk, which was thought to be the best position obtainable. 

The Commission greatly regret to say that the Launch on exami- 
nation proved to beina very defective state and very large repairs have 
been necessitated to render her a useful adjunct of the Fire Brigade. 
Indeed, she is still in the hands of Mr. Kite, the Departmental Engi- 
neer, but the Commission believe that two or three months more and a 
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further outlay of Tls. 300/400, will complete her overhaul and make 
her as good as new, and as she cost nothing in the first instance, she 
may be considered a very cheap acquisition. 


ConTRIBUTIONS. 


From Home Insurance Offices.—No further steps have been taken 
in this matter, as indeed after the decided reply given to the last 
application made by the Fire Commission, and recorded in last yearly 
report, there seemed none to take. 

From Guilds.—The Commission still persist in their endeavours to 
obtain subscriptions from the Opium and Canton Stores Guilds but so far 
unavailingly ; they are not however entirely without hope of making 
some arrangement with them.

To be taken in connection with the General Report for the 
Year ending 34st December, 1880. - 


The Council for 1880 now beg to submit to the Ratepayers their 
estimates of the Municipal Income and Expenditure for the year ending 
81st December, 1881. 

The Income is estimated at Tis. 225,158.12, which includes the 
sum of Tis. 3,960.12 being surplus brought over from last year, and 
Tis. 11,000 which they recommend should be withdrawn from the Sink- 
ing Fund, and applied to paying off the balance of the Loan of 1878. 

Tn compliance with the wishes of the Ratepayers, the Council for 
1879 in framing the Budget for 1880 omitted Dues on Merchandize, 
with the exception of the sum of $14,000 being the amount contributed - 
by the Taoutai as commutation for Dues on Native Owned Goods, and 
which sum was duly paid by him last year. 

The present Council have recently addressed the Senior Consul 
requesting him to ask the Taoutai to continue his usual annual pay- 
ment, but as no reply has yet been received they have not considered 
it advisable to include any sum on this account in the Budget, for 1881. 

It is however most urgent that the contribution should be conti- 
nued as in order to bring the expenditure for 1881 within the estimated 
income, it has been found necessary to limit the amount to be expended 
on drainage, and to omit altogether not only the usual appropriation 
for widening roads, but also the Tis. 3,000 which it has been customary 
to pay into the Sinking fund for the redemption of outstanding De- 
bentures. 

The Council recommend that the same Rates and Taxes as were 
levied last year be maintained, 

On Land 4/10th of one per cent. per annum on the assessed value. 
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On Houses occupied by Foreigners 8 per cent. per annum on the 
actual, or assessed rental. 

On Houses oceupied by Natives 10 per cent. on the actual rental. 

License Fees—That the present scale be maintained except for 
Cargo Boats measuring 20 tons and over, all which at present pay a 
uniform license fee of $3 per boat, without any distinction being made 
on account of difference in size, 

At present a boat measuring 20 tons pays the same fee as one 
measuring 100 tons, which is manifestly unfair to the owners of the 
smaller boats, and in order to put them all on a more equal footing, 
the Council recommend that the following fees should be charged :—

License Fees.—From every house of Public Entertainment, Billiard, 
or Bowling Saloon, or Shop, or Store for the sale of Wines, Beer, Spirits, 
Intoxicating Drugs, Butcher’s Meat, Poultry or Game, Slaughter House 
or Livery Stable, Opium-Shop, Pawn-Shop, Native Water Cart, Boat 
or Public Vehicle, plying, let or used for hire within the limits of the 
Settlement, monthly or quarterly as may appear advisable—always in 
advance., 

From every Music Hall, Theatre, Circus, or Dancing Saloon.— 
Nightly in advance. 

Telegraph or Telephone Fees.—At the rate of Tis. 100 per line per 
annum, in advance. 

Cemetery Fees and subscriptions to Local Post Office, in advance.
